the  present  time,

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read.

Mr.  Meeker  presented  the  certificate  of  the  election  ofWil- 
liam  S.  Hamilton  to  a  seat  m  this  House,  and  moved  that  the 
said  members  on  being  sworn  by  the  Hon.  D.  Irvin,  be  admit- 
ted  to  their  seat. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Messrs.  Masters  and  Meeker  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
ask  the  attendance  of  the  Hon.  David  Iryin,  to  admici^ter  the 
oath  of  office  to  the  members  not  sworn. 

Mr.  Tripp  from  the  select  committee  to  which  the  docu- 
ments  were  referred  relative  to  the  right  of  John  M.  Capron  to 
a  seat  in  this  House,  made  the  following  report,  viz  : 

"Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  right  of  John 
M.  Capron  to  a  seat  in  this  house,  Respectfully  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  same, 
and  find  that  ninety. three  votes  were  returned  from  the  town 
of  Beloit,  as  having  been  cast  for  J.  M.  Capron,  which  return 
was  made  by  an  error  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  election  for  the 
said  town  of  Beloit;  as  the  said  ninety-three  votes  were  given 
for  John  M.  Capron,  as  abundantly  appears  by  the  affidavits  of 
the  board  of  election  of  said  town  ;  and  in  adding  the  aforesaid 
ninety. three  votes  which  were  returned  for  J.  M.  Capron  to 
those  returned  for  John  M.  Capron,  we  find  a  majority  of  seven* 
teen  votes  for  John  M.  Capron  over  Juduthan  Spooner,  who  ob- 
tained the  certificate  of  election  to  the  seat,  which  is  claimed  by 
John  M.  Capron;  and  that  said  John  M.  Capron  h^s  a  majority 
over  either  of  the  other  unsuccessful  candidates,  viz  :  Augustus 
C.  Kinne,  Nathaniel  Bell  and  George  B.  Hall."

Mr.  Darling  moyed  that  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  a  fifth 
ballot  for  Speaker. 

Which  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Walker  declined  being  a  candidate  for  Speaker.  ^ 

Mr.  Hamilton  moved  a  reconsideiation  of  the  vote  deciding 
to  go  into  the  election  of  Speaker. 

Which  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  a  ^fth  ballot  for  Speaker,  Mr. 
Tripp  being  in  the  chair. 

The  votes  were  taken  and  counted,  and  the  tellers  reported 
that  there  had  been  twenty-one  votes  given,  of  which  Albert  G. 
Ellis  received  ten,  William  S.  Hamilton  eight,  JKfason  C.  Dar- 
ling two,  and  blank  one. 

The  Speaker  declared  that  no  choice  had  been  made. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Olin, 

The  House  pioceeded  to  a  sixth  ballot. 

And  the  votes  being  taken  and  counted,  the  tellers  reported 
that  Albert  6.  Ellis  had  leceived  eleven, Mason  C.  Darling  nine 
and  George  H.  Wslker  one. 

The  Speaker  declared  that  Albert  G.  Ellis  having  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  given,  had  been  duly  elected  Speaker  of 
this  House. 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  be  acquainted  therewith. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  conduct  the 
Speaker  elect  to  the  chair. 

Messrs.  Walker  and  Elmore  were  appointed  the  said  com- 
mittee. 

And  thereupon  Mt,  Ellis  was  conducted  to  the  chair,  who 
returned  his  thanks  in  the  words  following  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Hmse  of  Representatives  :'^The  situation  ill 
which  vour  partiality  has  placed  me,  calls  for  an  ackowkdg-     , 
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ment  of  obligation  aod  gratitude,  which  I  feel  ill  aUe  to  eipress. 

To  be  chosen  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the  popular 

branch  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Wisconsin,  is  a  distinc 

tion  which  any  one  might  aspire  to  with  pride.     The  duties,  at 

all  times,  ^difficult  and  arduous,  are  rendered  doubly  so  now, 

from  the  unexampled  impediments  which  meet  us  at  the  thresh- 

hold  of  our  proceedings,  by  the  extraordinary  course  of  the  Ex. 

ecutire  :  and  I  shall  despair  of  acquitting  myself  either  to  the 

satisfaction  of  the  House  or  myself,  but  for  the  generous  and 

indulgent  support  which  I  feel  assured  will  be  extended  by  every 

gentleman  on  this  floor.     Whatever  may  have  been  thought  in 
the  ballotings,  I  can  see  no  cause  for  the  excitement  of  party 

spirit,  and  pledge  myself  as  Speaker,  to  recognize  neither  one 

party  nor  the  other. 

I  tender  respectfully,  to  the  House  and  every  individual  mem^ 
ber  of  it,  my  sincere  thanks  for  this  expression  of  their  confi. 
dence ;  and  humbly  trust  that  I  may  so  demean  myself  in  this 
most  responsible  part,  as  not  to  forfeit  their  good  esteem. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parsons, 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Chief  Clerk. 

And  the  votes  having  been  taken  and  counted,  Messrs,  Ham- 
ilton and  Masters,  the  tellers  appointed  for  the  purpose  reported 
that  twenty  votes  had  been  given  for  Clerk,  and  that  Mr.  Pal- 
mer had  declined  voting.

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

And  thereupon  Mr.  Palmer  deposited  his  vote  for  Chief  Clerk. 

The  tellers  then  reported  that  twenty-one  votes  had  been  giv- 
en  for  the  said  office,  and  that  John  Catlin  had  received  twetity- 
one,  being  the  whole  number. 

The  Speaker  declared  that  John  Catlin  had  been  unanimoup^-

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Mr.  Hankini  moved  that  the  Houie  do  now  proceed  to  the 
election  of  Sergeant-at.  Arms. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Piatt  moved  a  call  of  the  House,  which  was  made,  and 
Mr.  Hamilton  reported  to  be  absent. 

Mr.  Hamilton  having  appeared,  further  proceedings  in  the 
call  of  the  House  were  dispensed  with.      « 

The  votes  were  then  taken  and  counted,  when  Messrs.  Dar. 
ling  and  Masters,  the  tellers  appointed  for  the  purpose,  reported 
that  twenty-one  votes  had  been  given,  of  which  William  S.  An- 
derson had  received  eighteen;  Mr.  Hotchkiss  one ;  and  blank 
two. 

And  thereupon  the  Speaker  declared  that  William  S.  Ander- 
eon,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given,  had  been 
duly  elected  Sergeant.at-Arms.

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Assistant  Clerk. 

Mr.  Hamilton  nominated  Charles  S.  Stevenson  for  the  said 

office. 
*Mr.  Darling  nominated  John  F.  Meade  for  the  same  office. 

The  votes  were  then  taken  and  counted,  and  the  tellers  re. 
ported  that  John  F.  Meade  had  received  fourteen  votes,  Charles 
S.  Stevenson  six,  and  John  S.  Stevens  one,  and  that  there  had 
been  twenty.one  votes  given. 

John  F.  Meade  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
was  declared  to  be  duly  elected  Assistant  Clerk. 

Mr.  Walker  moved  that  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  elect  a 
Messenger  and  Fireman,  and  that  they  be  elected  on  one  ballot. 
Which  was  disagreed  to. 

A  message  from  the  Council  by  their  Secretary. 

"  Mr.  Speaker— 1  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  of  Re.

Mr.  Wsdker  nominated  John  Belanger  for  the  said  office. 

And  the  votes  having  been  canvassed  by  the  tellers  appoint* 
ed  for  that  purpose,  the  following  was  reported  to  be  the  result : 

John  Belanger  received  eleven  votes. 

Wadsworth  Hayden  received  eight  yotes, 

And  blank  received  two. 

John  Belanger  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given,  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected  Messenger. 
Oq  motion  of  Mr.  Darling, 

The  House  proceeded  to  elect  a  fireman. 

Mr.  Tripp  nominated  Leander  Birge  for  said  office. 

Mr.  Parson^  nominated  Jerome  Chubbuck  for  the  same  office. 

The  tellers  having  canvassed  the  votes,  reported  that  there 
had  been  twenty.one  votes  given  for  the  said  office  ;  of  which 
Jerome  Chubbuck  had  received  eight ;  Leander  Birge  twelve  ; 
and  blank  one. 

Leander  Birge  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given,  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Manahan, 

The  House  adjourned  until  six  o'clock,  P.  M.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,

Mr.  Darling  from  the  Joint  Committee,  to  which  the  subject 
had  been  referred  made  the  following  report,  to  wit  : 

The  joint  committee  of  the  Council  and  of  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives  to  which  was  referred  the  following  joint  resolu- 
tion : 

**  Resolved,  by  the  Council  and  House  of  RepresenUUivei,  That 
the  report  of  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  two  houses 
were  organized  pro  tempore,  and  ready  to  receive  any  commu- 
nication  he  might  have  to  make  to  them,  be  referred  to  a  joint 
committee,  consisting  of  three  members  of  each  house  to  report 
whether  there  is  any  valid  objection  to  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly's  holding  its  annual  session  at  this  time ;  whether  it  is  ex- 
pedient  to  adjourn  the  session  of  said  Legislative  Assembly  to 
some  other  day ;  whether  the  Legislative  Assembly  ought  tifoole 
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take  aQy»aDd  if  any,  what  action  expressire  of  their  viewi  rela* 
tive  to  the  course  pursued  by  the  ExecutiTO,  as  exhibited  in  said 
report ;  and  generally  to  report  as  they  may  think  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  may  require,  in  relation  to  the  said  report  of 
the  said  joint  committee."  Respectfully 
* 
REPORT : 

That  the  report  of  the  joint  committee  referred  to  them  is  as 
follows . 

'*  That  the  committee  had  discharged  the  duty  assigned  them, 
and  that  the  GoTernor  informed  the  committee,  that,  *'  not  con* 
ceiying  that  the  Legislatire  Assembly  had  authority  by  law  to 
meet  at  the  piesent  time,  HE  HAD  NO  COMMUNICA- 
TION  TO  MAKE  TO  THEM." 

Under  the  abore  resolution,  your  committee  are  required  to 
report, 

1st.  Whether  there  is  any  valid  objection  to  the  LegislatiTe 
Assembly  holding  its  session  at  this  time. 

2nd.  Whether  it  is  expedient  to  adjourn  the  session  of  said 
Legislature  to  some  future  day. 

3rd.  Whether  the  Legislative  Assembly  ought  to  take  any, 
and  if  any,  what  action  expressive  of  their  views  relative  to  the 
course  pursued  by  the  Executive  as  exhibited  in  said  report :  and 

4th.  Generally  to  report  as  they  may  think  the  circumstan- 
ces  of  the  case  may  require,  in  relation  to  the  repoit  of  said 
joint  committee. 

Your  committee  in  the  examination  of  the  several  subjects, 
which  have  been  referred  to  them,  have  deemed  it  their  duty 
from  the  great  importance  of  those  subjects,  to  give  them  a  pa- 
tient and  dispassionate  investigation,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
laws  of  Congress,  and  of  the  Territory,  connected  with  the  main 
question  before  them,  have  been  attentively  referredMo  and  con- 
sidered.  ^  I 
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Your  committee  will  proceed  to  express  their  views  in  the  or- 
der  in  which  they  are  sought  by  the  above  resolution. 

1st.  Is  there  any  valid  objection  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
holding  its  session  at  this  time  ? 

Your  committee  suppose  that  by  the  spirit  of  this  inquiry,  is 
meant,  whether  there  is  any  law  of  Congress  or  of  this  Territo- 
ry, which  would  prevent  the  holding  of  a  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature at  this  time,  or  would  render  invalid  or  nugatory  any 
law  which  it  might  pass. 

The  law  of  Congress  organizing  the  territory,  provides  that 
"  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting  all  elec- 
tions by  the  people  and  the  apportionment  of  the  representation 
in  the  several  counties,  to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, {Recording  to  the  population,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law, 
as  well  as  the  day  of  the  annual  commencement  of  the  session  of 
said  Legislative  Assembly,'* — (Organic  act,  sec.  4.)  Accord- 
ingly, the  Legislative  Assembly  have  ^*  prescribed  by  law*'  that 
^'  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  in  each  and  every 
year,"  (R!  S.  page  157.) 

In  pursuance  of  that  law  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives,  did  meet  in  their  respective  Halls,  at 
the  Capitol  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1842,  and  com- 
menced the  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  by  organizing 
their  respective  houses  in  the  usual  manner.  In  conformity  to 
long  established  usage,  they  adopted  a  joint  resolution  appoint- 
ing a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform  him  of 
the  organization  of  the  two  houses,  and  that  they  were  ready  to 
receive  any  communication  he  might  have  to  make  to  them. 
To  this  customary  message  of  courtesy,  to  a  co-ordinate  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  the  Governor  made  the  following  reply  : 
'*  Not  conceiving  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  had  authority 
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by  law  to  meet  at  the  preseot  time,  he  had  no  communication 
to  make  to  them." 

He  refuses  to  make  any  communication  to  the  legislature,  be- 
cause, he  says  he  conceiTes  they  have  no  authority  to  meet  at 
i\ie  present  time.  Why  the  legislature  has  not  a  right  to  meet 
at  the  present  time,  he  has  not  thought  proper  to  inform  them, 
and  your  committee  cannot  from  any  reason  by  him  assigned, 
determine,  whether  it  is  because  the  ^^  present  time**  is  not  the 
proper  time,  or  whether  it  is  because  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture are  not  legally  elected  as  such.  The  Governor,  no  doubt, 
with  some  object  in  view,  has  seen  fit  to  withhold  from  the 
legislature  and  the  public,  his  reasons  for  so  extraordinary  a 
course  of  conduct-  And  as  your  committee  can  imagine  no 
other,  they  have  presumed  that  if  the  Legislative  Assembly  has 
not  the  authority  by  law  to  meet  at  the  present  time,  the  only 
reason  is  the  one  that  rumor  and  the  public  press  has  assigned, 
viz  :  that  in  a  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  occurs 
the  fbllowing  paragraph  :  "  No  session  of  the  legislature  of  a 
territory  shall  be  held,  until  the  appropriation  for  its  expenses 
shall  have  been  made."  Your  committee  have  been  unable  to 
discover  any  other  law,  either  of  Congress  or  of  the  territory, 
which  will  furnish  any  ground  of  excuse  for  the  singular  conclu- 
sion  of  the  Governor,  but  aware  that  a  like  opinion  has  obtained  to 
some  extent  out  of  doors,  3rour  committee  will  proceed,  as  well 
as  the}  are  able,  in  the  short  time  allotted  to  them,  to  expose  the 
fallacy  of  such  an  opinion. 

The  act  of  Congress  "making  appropriations  for  the  civil 
and  diplomatic  expenses  of  the  government  for  the  year  1842," 
approved  May  18. 1842,  contains  the  usual  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin.  The  amount  thus 
appropriated  is  $20,000.  If  any  doubt  exists  as  to  the  intention 
of  Congress  in  regard  to  the  application  of  this  appropriation,  it 
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will  be  removed  by  a  mere  ezamioation  of  the  several  acts  of 
Congress,  which  have  been  passed  since  the  organization  of  our 
territory,  making  appropriations  to  defray  the  expenses  of  our 
legislature.  The  tijtle  of  the  act  last  referred  to,  is  in  itself  con* 
vincing  proof  to  your  committee,  that  the  amount  appropriated 
was  for  the  express  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  session 
which  we  are  now  holding  ;  but  to  remove  all  doubt,  the  com- 
roittee  will  briefly  refer  to  the  several  appropriations  made  by 
Congress  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  legislature  of  this 
territory. 

The  appropriation  for  the  first  session  of  the  first  Legislative 
Assembly,  which  was  held  in  the  fall  of  1836,  was  but  nine 
thousand  dollars,  the  estimate  being  predicated  lipon  the  usual 
expenses  of  the  territorial  legislature  of  Michigan,  a  body  of  but 
thirteen  members.  To  meet  the  deficiency  caused  by  this  in- 
adequate appropriation.  Congress  by  the  act  of  3d  March,  1837, 
appropriated  the  further  sum  of  $15,7B5  16  '*  for  the  payment 
ofthearreara^e«"due  for  the  expenses  of  the  first  Legislative 
Assembly.  By  the  same  act  was  appropriated  the  further  sum 
of  $26,765  for  the  expenses  of  the  second  session  of  the  first 
Legislative  Assembly.  By  the  act  of  6th  April,  1838,  825,000 
were  appropriated  for  the  first  session  and  by  the  act  of  3d 
March,  1839,  $25,000  for  the  second  session  of  the  second  Legis. 
lative  Assembly.  The  act  of  the  8th  May,  1840,  appropriated 
934,075  for  the  first  session,  and  the  act  of  3d  March,  1841, 
$20,000  for  the  second  session  of  the  third  Legislative  Assem- 
bly. And  the  act  of  18th  May,  1842,  appropriated  $20,000 
for  the  expenses  of  the  present,  being  the  first  session  of  the 
fourth  Legislative  Assembly. 

If  it  be  supposed  that  the  $20,000  last  appropriated,  were  in- 
tended  to  meet  the  payment  of  "  arrearages,"  created  by  a  de- 
iiciency  in  the  appropriations  of  previous  sessions  of  the  Legis- 

'•ire,  the  impression  will  be  removed  by  reference  to  another 
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part  of  the  same  act,  makiDg  an  appfopriation  **  for  the  arreara- 
ges  and  expenses  for  the  Legislative  AsaemU j  of  the  Territory 
of  Iowa."  An  approprirtion  for  a  similai  purpose  for  Wiacon- 
sin,  would  hare  been  expressed  in  like  words.  That  territory 
was  similarly  situated  with  Wisconsin,  the  expenses  of  the  legis- 
lature exceeding  the  amount  of  appropriations,  but  the  exact  a- 
mount  of  the  arrearages  of  the  expenses  of  that  territory  being 
known,  a  definite  sum  was  appropriated  for  their  discharge.  A 
portion  of  the  arrearages  of  the  expenses  of  Wisconsin,  consist- 
ing  of  dispvled  items,  and  the  amount  not  being  ascertained, 
BO  definite  sum  could  be  appropriated.  It  was  attempted  when 
the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  cItII  and  diplomatic  ex- 
penses of  the  goTemment  for  the  year  1842  (in  which  the  aboTe 
appropriation  of  820,000  is  included)  was  before  the  House  of 
RepresentatiTes,  to  appropriate  the  further  sum  of  824,000  to 
cover  the  arrearages  of  expe&ses  of  our  legirfature,  for  previous 
years,  but  their  extrat  not  being  known,  as  we  have  above  sta- 
ted, the  lai^  item  was  omitted,  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
of  ways  and  means  declaring  his  intention  ofintrodueing  a  bill 
^or  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  such  arrearages 
as  were  properly  chargeable  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States.  Accordingly,  on  the  29th  day  of  August  last  Congress 
passed  a  law,  ^  for  the  settlement  of  certain  accounts  for  the 
support  of  the  government  of  the  territory  of  Wisconnn." 

By  this  law,  no  definite  sum  was  appropriated,  but  the  ac- 
counting officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  were  directed  to 
audit  and  settle  those  accounts.  By  the  act  of  18th  May,  1842, 
the  sum  of  827,125  was  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  and  by  the 
act  of  29th  August,  the  accounts  and  arrearages  of  expenses  of 
that  Territory  were  directed  to  be  audited  and  settled,  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 

Yet,  80  far  as  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  committee, 
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no  doubt  baa  ever  been  entertained  in  either  of  the  Territories 
of  Iowa  or  Florida,  but  that  their  Legislatures  have  an  undoubt- 
ed  right  to  hold  their  annual  sessions  without  any  further  act  or 
appropriation  by  Congress.  By  reference  to  that  part  of  the 
act  of  18th  May,  making  appropriations  for  the  Territory  of 
Iowa,  it  will  be  seen  that  no  part  of  the  sum  appropriated  for 
arrearages  shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose,  than  for  the  pay- 
ment of  those  arrearages.  Now  if,  as  it  is  possible  that  the 
Governor  may  suppose,  the  820,000  last  appropriated,  was  "  for 
arrearages  of  expenses,"  why  was  it  not  limited  and  restricted 
to  that  specific  object,  as  was  done  in  the  appropriation  for 
Iowa? 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law,  and 
in  such  law  must  be  expressed  the  precise  nature  aod  object  of 
such  appropriation.  And  your  committee  believe  that  since 
the  organization  of  the  Government,  no  instance  can  be  found, 
where  Congress  has  made  an  appropriation  for  arrearages  of  ex- 
penses in  any  branch  or  department  of  the  Government,  unless 
it  be  so  expressed  in  the  law  making  such  appropriation.  Had 
such  been  the  object  of  the  appropriation,  now  in  question,  your 
committee  cannot  but  think  it  would  have  been  so  expressed. 

The  mere  fact  that  Congress  has  every  year  since  the  organi- 
zation of  our  Territory,  appropriated  what  they  thought  would 
be  a  sufficient  amount  to  defray  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Le- 
gislature, previous  to  the  holding  of  the  annual  session  thereof, 
is  conclusive  evidence  to  your  committee  that  the  appropriation 
of  820.000  contained  in  the  act  of  18th  May,  was  intended  to  de- 
fray  the  expenses  of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature.  But 
if  a\iy  doubt  could  exist  it  would  be  removed  by  reference  to  the 
act  of  29th  August,  the  object  and  intention  of  which  was  to  pay 
and  discharge  all  arrearages  of  expenses  of  the  Legislature  of 
Wisconsin,  owing  to  the  Legislature  having  incurred  an  annual 
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debt,  greater  than  the  anoual  appropriations  of  Congreaa. 
The  object  of  the  aci  last  referred  to  was  to  reliefe  the  Ter. 
ritory  from  its  pecuniary  embarrassments,  not  to  crush  it,  by  de. 
priving  it  of  the  infaluable  privileges  of  Legislation. 

It  cannot  be  supposed  by  any  honest  and  rational  mind,  that 
it  was  the  intention  of  Congress  to  deprive  the  people  of  Wis. 
consin  of  all  the  rights  of  Legislation,  or  that  having  failed  to 
include,  as  it  is  possible  the  Governor  may  suppose,  an  appropri-. 
ation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  present  Legislature,  in  the 
usual  law,  they  would  afterwards  on  the  last  day  of  the  session, 
pass  another  law  prohibiting  a  session  of  the  Legislature  be. 
cause  they  had  failed,  or  neglected  to  make  such  appropriation. 
In  looking  at  the  usual  course  of  Congress  in  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  our  Legislature,  no  doubt  exists  in  the  minds  of  your 
committee,  that  in  passing  the  act  of  29th  August  it  was  their 
belief  that  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  previously  made,  was  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  the  present  Legislature. 

By  the  11th  section  of  the  Organic  Act,  there  is  "  to  be  ap- 
propriated anniioZZ^,  a  sufficient  sum  to  defary  the  expenses  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,"  &by  the  act  of  the  Territory  already  quo- 
ted," The  regular  sessions  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  com- 
mence  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  and  every  year." 
These  acts  are  plain,  explicit  and  unrepealed,    and  if  it  be 
true  that  Congress  have  not  ''appropriated  annually,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  and  if 
true,  that  for  that  reason,  "the  regular  session  uf  the  Legisla. 
tive  Assembly,"  cannot  "convene  on  the  1st  Monday  of  De- 
cember," then  are  both  those  laws  to  that  extent  repealed. — 
But  can  it  be  believed  that  Congress  ever  intended,   by,  to  say 
the  most  of  it,  so  strained  and  remote  an  inference,  to   repeal 
^  laws  whieh  lay  at  the  very  foundation  of  our  political  existence? 
Such  a  construction  would  be  an  insult  to  the  understanding  and 
the  good  failh  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 
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Bui  it  i3  said,  that  whatefer  may  have  been  the  iotention  of 
CoDgrett  in  making  the  appropriation,  it  has  in  point  of  fact, 
been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  and  paid  out  by 
him  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly.  A  condusive  answer  to  this  is — of  this  we 
know  nothing  officially,*  and  if  the  Governor  possesei  any  in- 
formation upon  this  subject  he  has  not  deigned  to  communi- 
cate it  to  the  Legislature.  But  assuming  such  to  be  the  fact, 
does  it  affect  in  any  degree  our  right  to  sit  as  a  Legislative  As. 
sembly  ?  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  restriction  upon  our 
legislative  powers,  arise  only  from  the  toont  vfan  appropriatumt 
not  from  the  want  of  money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
nor  fVom  the  misapplication  of  that  money  to  any  other  pupose, 
nor  even  the  refusal  of  the  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department 
to  pay  it  out  when  made,  nor  from  any  circumstances  whatldver 
except  the  want  of  an  appropriation*  Your  committee  admit 
that,  if  no  appropriation  has  been  made,  there  can  be  no  session 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  the  present  time ;  but  if  made, 
the  mere  fact  that  the  Secretary  has  not  yet  received  the  same, 
can  furnish  no  valid  objection  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  hol- 
ding its  session  at  the  present  time.  Your  conraiittee  are  at  a 
loss  to  know  upon  what  ground  the  Governor  refuses  to  meet 
the  Legislature;  whether  it  is  because  no  appropriation  has 
been  made,  or  whether,  if  made,  it  has  been  misapplyed  by  the 
Treasury  Department,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory.  If 
the  appropriation  has  been  made,  we  have  clearly  the  right  to 
hold  a  sesion  of  the  Legislature.  If  made,  what  evidence  have  - 
we  that  it  has  been  misapplied,  or  if  so,  that  the  full  amount 
will  not  be  forthcoming  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit* 
ed  by  law  for  the  close  of  the  session  ?  If,  as  we  contend,  the 
appropriation  has  been  made,  there  was  on  the  29th  August  last 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  Wisconsin 
at  least  940,000,  being  the  amount  of  that  appropriation  and  a 
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sum  Buf&eieil  to  defray  arrearages  of  expentefl  of  former  ses* 
aioDS ;  and  if  the  sum  of  920,000  has  been  misapplied  in  the  pay. 
mentof  arrearages,  it  leaves  an  equal  amount  in  the  Treasury 
to  be  appUed  as  originally  intended,  to  defray  the  expenses  o{ 
the  present  session.  While  your  committee  are  fully  of  the 
opinion,  that  the  matter  will  be  satisfactorily  adjusted  at  the 
Treasury  Department  and  that  the  Secretary  will  return  with 
the  appropriation ;  yet  we  can  have  no  assurance  that  the  Gov- 
ernor will  then  recognise  our  right  to  sit,  because  he  might  not 
consider  it  as  the  identical  and  ipeeifie  sum  appropr  iated  by  Con 
gress. 

In  examining  this  part  of  the  subject  referred  to  us  in  every 
light  in  which  it  has  presented  itself  to  our  minds,  we  cannot 
hesitate  to  give  it  as  our  decided  opinion,  that  there  is  no  valid 
objection  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  holding  its  annual  ses- 
sion at  the  pesent  time,  by  reason  of  no  appropriation  having 
been  made  bp  Congress, 

In  considering  the  second  question  referred  to  us,  your  com- 
mittee feel  that  it  is  one  of  great  delicacy  and  importance,  and 
its  descision  may  seriously  affect  the  prosperity  of  Wisconsin. — 
Your  committee  are  aware  that  there  are  many  important  sub- 
jects deeply  affecting  the  interests  of  the  people,  upon  which 
they  are  now  anxiously  desiring  Legislative  action. 

A  few  of  the  more  important  of  these  subjects  your  committee 
will  briefly  refor  to,  that  the  Legislature  and  the  public  may  form 
some  idea  of  the  necessity  of  holding  a  session  at  the  present  time : 
Some  immediate  Legislative  action  is  required  in  relation  to  the 
acts  and  condition  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  Canal  Com- 
pany. With  this  subject,  the  Legislature  is  sufficiently  familiar, 
without  requiring  at  tbi^  time  an  extended  notice.  Your  com- 
mittee would  merely  suggest  that  some  Legislative  action  is  re* 
quired  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
•100,000,  issued  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  canal,  and 
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whether  the  same  have  been  recalled  by  the  Governor — the  a- 
mount  for  which  the  territory  is  actually  liable  on  account  of  said 
canal — and  to  lease  the  water  power  at  Milwaukee,  if  the  proper- 
ty of  the  Territory — and  to  save  from  forfeiture  for  taxes  about 
seven  thousand  acres  of  canal  lands  under  mortgage  to  the  Terri- 
tory. On  the  20th  of  this  month  your  committee  are  informed 
that  these  lands  will  be  forfeited  for  taxes,  to  redeem  which  about 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  is  required.  A  suit  is  now 
pending  against  the  Territory  on  one  of  the  canal  bonds,  amount- 
ing to  one  thousand  dollars,  involving  some  important  questions, 
and  possibly  heavy  pecuniary  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Terri- 
tory.  To  defend  this  there  is  no  officer  authorized  by  law,  in 
whom  hour  committee  have  any  confidence.  During  the  pres- 
ent winter  the  offices  of  Canal  Commissioners  will  expire 
by  their  own  limitation,  and  should  there  be  no  session  of  the 
Legislature,  the  Governor  may  appoint  these  officers,  as  he  has 
heretofore  done,  in  violation  of  all  law.  Under  the  present  laws 
he  may  force  into  market  all  of  the  unsold  canal  lands,  amount, 
ing  to  about  100,000  acres,  and  thereby  involve  the  Territory 
with  the  General  Government ;  and  without  responsibility  as- 
sume the  control  of  a  large  amount  of  public  money. 

Suits  are  now  pending  in  favor  of  the  Territory  against  James 
D.  Doty,  Governor  of  said  Territory,  as  a  public  defaulter,  which, 
on  account  of  the  term  of  the  Court  to  which  the  suits  have  been 
removed  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant  being  limited  to  one 
week,  can  never  be  brought  to  an  issue ;  and  thus  if  His  Excel- 
lency can  succeed  in  preventing  all  legislation,  he  may  riot  with 
impunity  upon  the  property  of  the  Territory,  and  bid  defiance  to 
all  her  courts  and  judicial  proceedings.  '* 

It  will  be  recollocted  also,  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  Ccro- 
missioner  of  public  buildings  expires  with  the  close  of  the  pres- 
ent  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  cannot  be  suppli- 
ed, except  by  joint  ballot  of  both  Houses  of  this  Assembly.    In- 
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asmuch  as  this  officer  is  the  agent  of  the  Territory  in  conduct- 
iDg  these  suits,  and  the  only  person  who  has  any  authority  in 
law  to  procure  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  generally  su- 
perintend their  management,  hence  a  failure  to  elect  such  officer 
by  the  Legislature,  would  be  to  place  the  management  of  those 
suits,  in  which  a  large  amount  of  the  money  appropriated  by 
Congress  for  the  erection  of  our  public  buildings  is  pending,  in 
the  hands  of  His  Excellency,  who  is  the  principal  defendant. — 
How  far  this  could  have  been  an  influencing  motive  to  induce 
His  Excellency  to  the  extraordinary  course  he  has  taken,  your 
committee  will  not  express  an  opinion. 

The  Capitol  is  in  an  unfinished  and  exposed  condition,  and 
unless  the  means  be  furnished  by  the  territory,  it  will  be  seri- 
ously  injured,  if  not  totally  ruined. 

At  the  session  of  1840,  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  authori- 
zing the  issuing  of  territorial  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $7,000, 
bearing  an  interest  of  ten  per  cent.^for  the  purpose  of  finishing 
the  Capitol  At  the  last  session  a  bill  passed  both  Houses  re. 
quiring  the  Treasurer  to  pay  to  the  contractor  for  finishing  the 
Capitol  the  sum  of  $1,700,  part  of  the  money  appropriated  by 
Congress  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  our  Capitol  which  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  said  Treasurer.  This  bill  the  Grovernor  refused  to 
return  to  the  Legislature  in  consequence  of  which  it  did  not  be. 
come  a  law.  Whithout  a  further  act  of  the  Legislature,  the 
money  must  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  thereby  sub. 
jectingthe  Territory  to  loss  by  the  payment  of  a  high  rate  of  in. 
terest. 

Add  to  these  the  many  other  subjects  constantly  occurring  in 
a  newly  settled  and  rapidly  growing  country,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture  can  form  some  definite  opinion  of  the  necessity  for  holdiDg 
its  sesssion  at  this  time. 

Yet  notwithstanding  this  pressing  necessity,  and  the  impor- 
tant subjects  ready  to  be  brought  before  the  Legislature,  your 
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committee  are  ooiietrained  hj  a  sense  of  duty,  to  report  that,  in 
their  opinioB,  it  is  expedient  to  hold  a  seision  of  the  Legislature  at 
the  present  tine.  To  this  conclusion  your  committee  are  for- 
ced  by  the  act  of  the  Gorernor  himself,  who,  in  violation  of  all 
law/  has  refused  for  reasons  which  may  be  apparent,  to  Jiold  any 
communication  with  the  Legislature.  Your  committee  have 
not  thought  it  necessary  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  question 
whether  the  Legislature  can  enact  laws  without  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Governor,  but  inasmuch  as  serious  doubts  are  en- 
tertained  upon  this  subject,  they  axe  led  to  the  conclusion  above 
ststed. 

The  Legislature  have  done  all  that  the  law,  duty  to  their 
constituents,  or  courtesy  to  the  Governor,  a  co-ordinate  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  have  required.  If  consequences  injurious  to 
the  interests  of  the  territory  result  from  the  course  which  we 
recommend,  let  the  responsibility  rest  upon  the  head  of  hira  who 
has  invoked  it. 

The  opinion  of  the  committee  as  to  the  third  subject  referred 
to  them  may  be  gathered  from  the  views  already  expressed. 
They  cannot  but  consider  the  conduct  of  the  Governor  in  refu- 
sing to  meet  the  Legislature  as  extraordinary,  unwarranted  by 
any  principles  of  reason  or  law,  evincing  a  disposition  to  bid 
defiance  to  the  will  of  the  people,  and  a  total  disregard  of  their 
interest.  Such  conduct  deserves  the  reprobation  of  the  Legis- 
lature, as  it  will  most  assuredly  receive^ the  condemnation  of  an 
injured  8ind  insulted  territory. 

Courtesy  to  the  representatives  of  the  people,  similar  to  that 
extended  by  them  to  him,  should  haye  induced  the  Governor  to 
have  assigned  in  respectful  terms  his  reasons  for  not  meeting  or 
recognizing  the  Legislature.  These  reasons  he  hat  withheld, 
and  standing  in  an  attitude  independent  of  the  will  of  the  people 
he  treats  their  representatives  with  insolence  and  contempt,  and 
disregards  the  laws  of  the  territory  which  he  is  sworn  to  obey. 
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UpoD  the  last  question  referred  to  them,  your  committee  have 
to  say  that  waiving  the  question  whether  there  can  be  a  session 
without  the  coQcurrence  of  the  Governor,  yet  as  they  are  aware 
serious  doubts  are  entertained  by  many  upon  this  eubjectf  your 
eommittee  are  led  to  the  conclusion,  that  it  is  expedient  to  ad* 
journ  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  sine  die.  But  sen- 
sible that  in  the  mean  while  the  interests  of  the  territory  will 
materially  suffer  should  there  be  no  session  until  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December  next,  your  committee  would  recommend  the 
adoption  of  a  memorial  by  the  two  Houses  asking  Congress  to 
pass  some  law  which  will  enable  the  Legislature  to  convene  at 
an  earlier  day.  We  deem  this  recommendation  necessary,  as 
the  Governor  may  from  year  to  year  refuse  to  meet  the  Legisla- 
ture,  as  he  has  done  in  the  instance  before  us. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report 
the  annexed  resolutions  for  the  action  of  the  Legislature,  as  em- 
bracing the  conclusions  to  which  they  have  arrived.  They  also 
request  that  the  act  of  Congress  of  29th  August,  1843,  and  the 
acts  making  appropriations  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assemblies  of  the  territories  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  here- 
to appended  may  be  considered  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Sir— By  an  act  of  the  Assembly  approved,  Feb.  18,  1942,  it 
is  made  the  duty  of  the  person  having  charge  thereof,  to  deliver 
all  stationery  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  this  territory  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  and  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  although  no  time  is  spe- 
cified in  the  said  act  for  the  delivery  of  the  said  stationery  to 
the  said  officers,  yet  a  fair  construction  would  require  that  it 
should  be  delivered  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  of  the 
Assembly  or  when  demanded  by  the  said  officers. 

The  undersigned  on  yesterday  applied  to  Barlow  Shackelford, 
Esquire,  the  present  Librarian,  and  requested  him  to  deliver  to 
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the  undersigoed  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Repreten  • 
tativesy  aud  received  for  answer  that  he  had  just  received  word 
from  Mr.  Ward  not  to  deliver  the  stationery  in  his  possession 
until  the  commencement  of  a  legal  session  of  the  Legislature, 
and  that  none  could  be  delivered  at  present.  The  undersigned 
gathered  from  the  Librarian  in  substance  that  the  stationery  in 
his  possession  was  contracted  for  by  Mr.  Lull,  the  former  Libra- 
rian, and  that  the  present  incumbent  is  only  the  agent  of  Mr. 
Ward  of  Milwaukee,  who  furnished  the  stationery  as  aforesaid. 
The  underfligned,  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Conn* 
cil,  made  a  demand  in  writing  on  Mr.  Shackelford  this  morning 
requesting  him  to  deliver  all  stationery  in  his  possession  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  (he  Assembly  without  unreasonable  delay  ; 
and  after  the  adjournment  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  forenoon,  the  undersigned  met  the  Librarian  in  the  Hall  of 
the  Capitol,  and  asked  him  if  he  did  not  intend  to  reply  to  the 
written  demand  made  as  aforesaid  ;  to  which  the  Librarian  re- 
plied that  he  did  not  know— that  he  was  willing  to  treat  the  Le- 
gislature  fairly,  but  that  no  stationery  could  be  delivered  at  pres- 
ent. The  undersigned  informed  the  Librarian  that  if  he  intend, 
ed  to  make  a  written  communication  in  answer  to  the  demand 
that  had  been  made  on  him,  he  must  make  it  soon,  as  a  report 
would  be  expected  from  the  undersigned  in  the  afternoon.

tainty, and  with  a  confidential  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of  Congress 
for  relief,  they  did  adjourn  to  meet  again,  at  this  place  on  the 
30th  of  January  last,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  such  adjournment 
a  quorum  of  both  houses  are  now  present  and  in  organization:

To  this  letter  the  committee  have  not  as  yet  received  an  an- 
swer.  Your  committee  hve  deemed  it  their  duty  merely  to  make 
a  statement  of  facts  and  leave  it  to  the  House  to  decide  what 
course  ought  to  be  pursued.  They  cannot,  however  refrain 
from  remarking  that  the  Librarian  appointed  the  6th  day  o 
March  to  receive  your  committee  and  answer  the  several  in- 
quiries, and  his  subsequent  delay  in  replying  to  their  letter  o^ 
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the  third  inst,  with  a  yiew  of  defeating  the  object  the  House  had 
in  making  the  inquiry. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker, 

The  said  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

Mr.  Walker  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

Whereas^  the  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  did,  in  pursuance  of  law, 
assemble  at  the  Capitol  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1842, 
and  having  organized  their  respective  Houses  according  to  es- 
tablished i\sage,  appointed  the  usual  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  they  were  organized  and 
ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  might  have  to  make  to 
them ; 

And  whereas,  the  Governor  refused  to  meet  or  recognize  the 
right  of  the  members  to  hold  a  session  of  the  Legislature,  for  the 
reason  as  has  since  appeared  in  a  communication  by  him  ad* 
dressed  to  the  members  of  Congress,  "  ihcU  no  appropriation  had 
been  made  to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  session.^^

said  session,  declare  it  to  be  their  opinion  that  an  appropriation 
had  been  made  by  Congress  to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  session, 
but  inasmuch  as  the  Governor  in  violation  ot  bis  duty,  had  refu. 
ted  to  meet  or  co-operate  with  the  Legislature,  it  was  deemed 
expedient  and  advisable  to  adjourn  to  the  last  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary,  1843,  in  the  belief  that  the  obstacles  pretended  to  exist  in 
the  mind  of  the  Governor,  would  bo  removed  by  some  action  of 
Congress,  directing  the  proper  application  of  said  appropriation, 
or  by  the  making  of  another  appropriation,  for  the  expense  of 
said  Legislative  Assembly. 

And  whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  did,  on  the 
24th  day  of  December  last,  by  "an  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  Government,  for  the  half 
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calendar  year  ending  the  dOth  day  of  June,184d,"  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $19,275  for  the  expenses  of  said  Legislative  Assembly : 

And  whereas,  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Wisconsin,  in  pursuance  of  said  adjournment,  did  convene  at 
the  CapitoK  and  did  appoint  the  usual  coiimittee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  they  were  in  session  : 

And  whereas,  the  Governor  replied  to  said  committee  that  he 
was  still  of  the  opinion  he  had  formerly  expressed,  and  had  no 
communication  to  make  to'the  Legislative  Assembly,  except  a 
copy  of  his  proclamation,  convening  the  Legislature  on  the  6th 
day  of  March  next : 

And  whereas,  serious  doubts  exist  whether  there  can  be  a  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislative  Assembly  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Governor — therefore 

Resolved,  That  still  entertaining  the  opinion  we  have  former- 
ly expressed,  that  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  made  on  the  18th 
day  of  May  last,  was  intended  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislative  Assembly  convened  on  the  first  Monday 
of  December  last — yet  inasmuch  as  the  Governor  has  refused  to 
co-operate  with  the  Legislature,  we  deem  it  advisable  to  adjourn 
to  meet  on  the  6th  day  of  Maich  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  only  reason  heretofore  assigned  by  the 
Governor  for  refusing  to  meet  the  Legislature,  having  been  re- 
moved by  the  appropriation  of  the  24th  December  lastjeaves  no 
other  excuse  for  his  singular  and  unwarrantable  conduct,  than 
ftuch  as  can  be  found  in  his  determination  to  prevent  all  legis- 
lation,  and  sacrifice  for  his  own  private  purposes  the  welfare  of 
the  Territory  and  the  interests  of  the  people. 

Resolved,  That  the  conduct  of  Governor  Doty  in  again  refu- 
sing  to  meet  the  Legislature,  after  he  has  been  officially  inform-

I  therefore  meet  you  on  this  occasion,  being  informed  by  your 
committee  that  the  two  Houses  are  now  convened,  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  holding  a  special  session ;  and  I  respectfully  solicit 
your  attention  to  the  following,  as  some  of  the  objects  of  "  public 
interest"  which  in  my  judgment  require  legislative  action. 

A  change,  or  modification,  of  the  present  form  of  government, 
by  restoring  to  the  people  the  right  to  elect  their  officers,  and 
thus  rendering  the  county  and  territorial  officers  responsible  to 
them,  for  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  is  a  measure  of 
great  interest  and  importance.  If  the  bills  lately  pending  before 
Congress,  granting  this  privilege,  and  for  the  passage  of  which, 
we  have  all  been  solicitous,  shall  not  have  become  laws,  I  would 
again  recommend  the  submission  of  the  question  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  5th  division  of  the  North- West  Territory,  who  by  thq 
ordinance  of  1787,  and  subsequent  acts  of  Congress,  are  author- 
ized "  to  form  a  permanent  constitution,  and  state  government," 
whether  tfiey  will  now  exercise  this  right;  and  ask  admission 
into  the  Union. 

For  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  question  to  the  notice  of  the 
people,  that  the  relative  merits  of  the  Territorial  and  State  Gov- 
ernment might  be  investigated  and  discussed,  and  their  opinion 
known,  I  deemed  it  my  duty,  both  to  the  United  States  and  to 
Wisconsin,  to  suggest  to  the  electors  the  propriety  of  casting  a 
vote  upon  it  at  the  annual  election  in  this  territory,  held  in  Sep. 
tember  last.  In  several  counties  few  votes  were  given,  and  the 
returns  from  others  were  imperfect.  No  result  can  therefore  be 
stated,  except  the  apparent  satisfaction  of  the  people  with  the 
present  government,  and  with  its  administration  from  the  peri- 
od of  its  institution. 

But  as  this  government  was  not  established  by  the  inhabit, 
ants  of  the  Territory,  and  as  the  power  has  been  conferred  on 
Congress  to  admit  a  state  with  a  population  less  than  sixty 
thousand,  it  is  desired  that  a  law  should  be  passed,  authorizing 
a  vote  to  be  annually  taken  upon  the  question  "  whether  a  per- 
roaaent  constitution  and  state  goveanment  shall  be  formed  ?" 
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Tbo  Djbbt  which  has  been  ereated  to  defray  tho  dipMMM  of 
tbo  Lefgialatufe  and  the  charges  upon  (bo  Territorial  Treasury, 
for  the  paymeol  of  which  bo  provision  was  made  by  those  by 
whom  it  wes  incurred*  deinand  your  immediate  coosideratioa. 
The  hoJders  of  Bonds  and  Scrip,  and  indeed  all  of  the  public 
ereditors  have  a  right  to  (heir  money  ;  and  the  people  have  al* 
so  a  right  to  know  by  whom  and  for  what  objecis,  this  debt  has 
been  created.  I  oak  also  that  it  may  bo  adjusted  and  paid,  and 
that  ihe  Statb  of  Wiseonsia  may  enter  the  Union  frbe  from 

DBBT. 

Sivty.one  ^*  Canal  Bonds'^  have  been  returned  to  this  office: 
Nos.  1,  2, 3  and  57  to  100  by  the  late  Agent,  and  87  to  51  by  the 
cashier  of  ibe  Bank  of  Vernon,  and  I  recomoieftd  thai  tbey  be 
cancelled. 

From  every  garter  of  the  Territofy  we  learn  from  the  peo-. 
pie,  that  a  more  rigid  economy  in  the  public  expenditures  than 
has  heretofore  prevailed,  is  expected  by  them. 

The  fees  of  officers  the  expenses  of  the  courts,  and  of  the  town 
and  county  governments,are  much  greater  than  in  many  of  the 
most  respectable  states  in  tho  Uoion,and  every  body  admits  that 
tbey  greatly  exceed  the  value  of  theservices  rendered.  So  long 
as  the  public  are  taxed  to  pay  the  expenses  of  litigation,parties 
will  be  found  to  institute  suits,  and  the  terms  of  the  courtSi  pro* 
tracted  to  an  unreasonable  length- 

The  present  system  of  taxation  is  acknowledged  to  be  une- 
qual in  its  rates,  defective  in  its  detoils,  and  in  its  operation 
most  grossly  unjust.  By  many  it  is  regarded  as  uncoBStitution. 
al)  and  therefore  void ;  whilst  others  view  it  as  nothing  less  than 
a  system  by  which  the  estates  of  the  property  holders  are  forfeit- 
ed to  otiice  holders,  and  tax-title  speculators. 

The  FRcvTircG  for  the  Legislature,  it  appears,  has  cost  about 
Sfty  thousand  dollars*^a  sum  which  must  appear  very  extrav- 
agant, to  those  at  least,  who  are  acquainted  with  the  value  of 
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the  work  performed.  There  was  paid  (o  one  eatabliahroent  the 
enormous  sum  ofeleven  thousand  dollars  for  the  ordinary  priot- 
iog  of  the  two  Houses  fur  the  session  of  1833*9.  I  would  res* 
pectfully,  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a  territorial  printer,  and  to  fii  the  rate  for  which 
be  shall  be  paid  for  his  work.  Heretofore  the  printing  has  beeo 
performed  under  a  resolulion  of  one  or  both  of  the  Houses,  at 
indefinite  rates,  and  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive. 
That  it  has  l>een  done  in  a  very  loose  and  irresponsible  manner^ 
without  supervision,  is  proved  by  the  errors  which  have  been  de- 
tected in  the  journals  and  laws,  and  by  the  fact  that  a  printer* 
on  a  bill  for  printing  fur  one  session,  was  able  to  charge  and 
receive  twelve  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  more  than  he  was 
entitled  to,  of  which  ho  was  afterwards  convicted. 

The  distributive  sharo  of  Wisconsin,  of  the  nett  proceeds  of 
public  lands,  remains  undrawn,  in  tho  treasury  of  the  United 
States.  Its  amount,  to  the  SOth  of  June  last,  was  one  thousand 
and  eighty -two  dollars  and  forty- five  cents.  The  territorial 
roads  leading  west  from  Astor,  Milwaukee,  Racine,  and  South* 
port,  would  b(*  greatly  benefitted  by  the  opplication  of  this  fund 
to  tho  repairs  which  are  required  upon  them;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  inhabitants  along  each  route,  would  be  willing  to 
give  an  equal  amount  of  labor  to  tho  same  object,  that  these  im* 
portant  thoroughfares  mny  bo  rendered  more  useful  to  the  public. 
I  should  b(^  glad  to  see  this  sum  appropriated  to  this  or  some 
other  beneficial  object,  before  it  is  drawn  from  tho  treasury  of 
the  United  States. 

The  extensive  and  valuable  trade,  which  is  prosecuted  upon 
the  Wisconsin  river,  and  the  rapidly  increasing  settlements  upon 
its  borders  and  tributaries,  demand  that  such  means  should  bo 
employed  as  are  within  the  control,  of  tho  Legislature,  to  im- 
prove the  navigation  of  this  stream.  An  appeal  to  Congress  by 
a  memorial,  if  sustained  by  tho  delegate,  would  undoubtedly  in* 
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flueiice  that  body  to  grant  aD  appropriation  for  this  object,  wfaieh 
hat  ever  been  regarded  by  those  acquainted  with  the  facilittat 
vhich  this  river  and  the  Neenah  afford,  fur  a  ateam  boat  naviga- 
tion between  the  Misaiasippi  and  Lake  Michigan,  of  great  na* 
tianal  importance. 

A  very  rich  agricultural  and  mineral  country,  lying  on  the 
heads  of  the  streams  between  the  Mississippi  and  Wisconsin 
rivers,  has  attracted  the  attention  of  emigrants  during  the  past 
season,  and  settlements  have  been   formed  at  several  points* 
For  their  convenience,  and  to  facilitate  (he  further  settlement  of 
Ihat  country,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  communi* 
cation  with  the  coppek  mines  on  the  Montreal  river.  I  respect* 
fully  recommend  that  a  territorial  road  be  established  from  Prai- 
rie du  Chien,  by  the  mills  on  the  Black  and  Chippewa  r:vers  to 
the  shores  of  Lake  Superior,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Montreal,  no 
other  expenditures  will  be  required  upon  it  at  present  than  to 
mark  the  route  of  its  location,  as  prairie  ridges  may  be  followed 
to  the  Chippewa,  and  perhaps  beyond.     The  five  per  cent,  fund, 
to  l>e  paid  by  the  counties  of  Crawford  and  St.  Croix,  into  the 
treasury  it  is  presumed,  would  be  sufficient  to  defray  this  ex- 
pense, and  I  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  so  appropriated. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  assure  you  that  it  will  give  ma 
great  pleasure  to  unite  with  you  in  the  adoption  of  such  measures 
as  may  be  proposed  by  you,  which  are  calculated  to  promote  thb 
general  welfare  of  the  Territory. 

It  is  expected  of  us,  I  think,  by  the  people,  that  we  should 
hold  a  short  term,  and  confine  our  labors  chiefly  to  the  amend- 
fMnf  of  the  laws  now  in  force,  rather  than  the  enactment  of  new 
ones ;  as  almost  every  new  law  brings  additional  taxation  or 
produces  greater  evils  than  are  remedied.

They  can  not  entertain  tho 
idea,  that  his  Excellency  would  intentionally,  in  his  official  ca* 
pacity,  make  a  false  statement  in  relation  to  a  fact,  which  must 
necessarily  be  exposf^d  almost  as  soon  as  asserted ;  neither  could 
they  for  a  moment  have  entertained  a  suspicion  that  the  Hon. 
committee  who  were  appointed  to  perform  that  duty  even  with- 
out the  solemn  assertion  of  that  committee  to  tho  contrary,  made 
In  their  places  on  this  floor  could  have  so  far  transcended  thetr 
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duly  as  io  hMfQtovrej^  a  eomoiutiicatioQ  to  fait  EiealWaej 
which  they  bad  hoeo  foHriddeii  lo  do  hjr  an  altaoat  uoaniinoai 
fOte  of  this  House. 

Under  thjBse  cireumatanoea  tho  eotmnittee  deemed  it  aecea« 
aary  to  give  the  moet  careful  oooiideratioo  to  the  subject,  aad 
have  arrived  at  the  ibUowitig  conclusion,  that  the  apparent  dis- 
crepancy must  have  arisen  from  an  error  of  punctuation  in  the 
reading  of  the  message  by  the  clerk.  The  following  is  the  paa- 
sage  of  tiie  message  to  which  exceptions  have  been  taken.  "  I 
thercfere  meet  you  on  this  occasion,  being  informed  by  your 
committee  that  the  two  Heuses  are  now  convened;/of  the  pur- 
pose  rf holding  a  special session.^^  The  idea  intended  to  be  con- 
veyed by  his  Excellency  in  this  passage  might  have  been  that 
the  committee  merely   communicated   the   fact,  that  the  two 

Houses  are  now  convened,  and  that  "  he"  therefore  met  them

fbi  the  purpose  of  holding  a  «pecial  session.  Some  of  your 
committee  believe  that  the  passage,  as  it  is  punctuated,  with  a 
comma  placed  after  the  word  "  convened"  most  naturally  leaves 
such  a  construction.  But  if  so  it  is  apparent  that,  without  par. 
iicular  care  in  ttie  reading,  a  dtlTerent  impression  miglit  bo  con. 
▼eyed— and  to  this  the  committee  believe  may  be  attrihuted  tho 
misapprehension  of  the  intended  meaning  of  the  passage. 

Your  committee  are  forced  to  this  conclusion  from  tho  fact 
that  the  message  of  the  committee  was  made  in  the  precise  lan- 
guage of  the  resolution  and  only  communicated  tho  information, 
that  "  quorums  of  the  two  Houses  were  assembled,"  &c,,  with- 
out saying  whether  they  had  met  according  to  adjournment, 
or  in  accordance  with  his  proclamation,  the  House  only  deem. 
ing  it  necessory  to  inform  the  Oovernor  that  t4jey  weretn  ses. 
sion  and  furthermore,  from  the  fact  that  the  Governor  must 
have  known  that  the  Assembly  adjourned  from  the  6th  day  of 
February  to  meet  again  on  the  6lh  day  of  March,  at  aprevioug 
AftMT  thati  the  one  nansed  in  the  prodaxnation  and  cooseqweat^j 
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hadfiol  met  ilMlet  thtet  proclamati^.  From  all  tiM  &ct»  Ikejr 
are  constrainecl  to  believe  that  though  ttie  langaage  may  be  cos* 
aidered  equivocal,  his  Excellency  could  not  have  Irtteuded  the 
diaerepant  statement  which  has  been  made  the  oliyeel  of  this  in- 
veatigatioD.

"Mr.  Speaker— I  am  directed  to  inform  this  House  that  the 
Council  have  this  day  concurred  in  the  report  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee  appointed  to  revise  the  joint  rules  of  the  two  Houses.

A  message  from  the  Governor;  by  bis  Private  Secretary,  Mr- 
Charles  Doty. 

"  Mr.  Speaker — I  am  directed  by  the  Governor,  to  return  to 
the  House  of  Representa^es,  the  resolution  entitled  '<  a  reso- 
lution relative  to  the  purchase  of  stationery/'  without  his  sig- 
nature, together  with  a  message  in  writing,  stating  his  objec* 
tions  thereto." 

The  message  of  the  Governor  was  read  by  the  clerk  and  is  as 
follows : 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Wisconsin  : 

A  resolution  to  aathorizo  the  purchase  of  stationery,  with  a 
certificate  thereon,  that  it  originated  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives/' has  been  presented  to  me  for  my  approval.  This  reso- 
lution is  in  the  following  words  : 

**  Resolved,  The  Hon.  Council  concurring  herein,  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  be  authorized  to  purchase  the  stationery  neces- 
*  eary  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature  during  the  present  session." 

An  act  of  the  territorial  Legislature  provides,  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  contract  annually,  for  the  delivery 
of  the  necessary  amount  of  wood,  stationery,  and  candles,  re- 
quired for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

lam  advised  by  the  Librarian,  that  this  duty  was -performed 
by  his  predecessor,  who  contracted  with  Messrs.  J.  &  L.  Ward 
to  deliver  the  stationery  and  candles  required  for  the  year  1842 
— 3,  according  to  a  bill  furnished  them. 

That  these  articles  were  delivered  to  the  Librarian  on  said 
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contract,  and  are  now  in  the  c&pitol»  with  the  exception  of 
small  portions  thereof,  which  have  been  delivered  lo  the  acting 
clerks  for  which  their  receipts  have  been  taken. 

That  the  quantity  now  on  hand  is  the  same  as  has  been  re- 
quired at  sessions  heretofore  held  :  and  as  much  as  is  permitted 
by  the  law  to  be  delivered  to  thov  members. 

And  the  Librarian  and  the  contractors  have  each  offered  to 
deliver  said  stationery  and  candies  to  the  acting  clerks ;  which 
offers  hare  not  been  accepted.  ^ 

There  appears,  therefore,  to  be  no  necessity  for  the  passage 
of  this  resolution,  as  the  Librarian  has  porformed  his  duty,  and 
as  there  is  a  sufficient  supply  now  on  hand.  Presuming  that  tho 
purchase  was  made  according  to  law,  and  that  the  Territory  or 
the  United  States  must  be  responfcible  for  the  amount  of  the 
contract,  I  cannot  think  it  would  be  prudent  to  incur  any  fur* 
ther  liability  at  present,  by  authorizing  another  purchase.  Four- 
teen hundred  dollars  worth  of  stationery  is  more  than  I  think 
will  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  members  at  this  session. 

The  resolution  is  repugnant  to  the  law  above  cited,  and  may 
perhaps  be  understood  to  supercede  or  invalidate  the  contracti 
heretofore  made  by  the  Librarian. 

At  the  same  time  that  I  return  this  resolution  with  the  above 
objections,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  state  to  the  House,  that  very  se. 
rious doubts  arc  entertained  by  many,  whetliur  the  Territorial 
act  of  1839,  to  regulate  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly,  so  far  as  it 
authorizes  the  Governor  to  appoint  special  sessions,  is  a  compli. 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  19th  section  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress to  divide  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  or  with  those  of  any 
other  act  of  Congress  ;  and  also,  whether  the  act  of  Wisconsin 
of  1842,  entitled  **  an  act  to  provide  for  the  taking  of  the  census 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  and  to  atiihor* 
ize  the  Governor  to  apportion  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives,"  so  far  as  it  requires  the  Governor  to 
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muke  (be  apportioDment,  is  according  to  the  proTisions  of  the 
said  19th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  12,  lSd8. 

These  are  questions  which  I  have  understood  were  raised  by  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Council,  and  in  my  judgment  are  en- 
titled  to  consideration  ;  for  it  is  certain,  that  if  this  is  not  a  Le» 
gislative  Assembly,  elected,  constituted,  and  convened  in  the 
manner  and  at  the  time  '*  prescribed  by  law,"  it  has  no  coneti- 
totional  existence,  and  all  of  its  acts  of  legislation  must  be  void. 

These  questions,  I  haH  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General* 
and  to  other  legal  gentlemen,  for  their  opinions,  which  when  re- 
ceived, I  shall,  if  it  is  desired,  communicate  to  the  Assembly. 
For  the  present  I  forbear  to  express  my  views  upon  these  sub- 
jects, reserving  myself  upon  them  until  they  can  be  brought  fully 
before  the  Assembly.  By  receiving  and  returning  this- resolu- 
tion, therefore,  I  desire  that  it  may  not  be  understood  that  these 
questions  are  waived  by  me.  J.  D.  DOTY.

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report  of  the  building  commissioner,  together  mih  the  contract 
of  said  Baxter,  and  all  other  papers  in  relation  to  said  contract 
as  well  as  to  the  bonds  issued  by  ihe  Legislative  Assembly  for 
the  completion  of  the  capitol,  be  referred  to  a  joint  select  com- 
mittee of  two  menr^bers  of  each  House,  with  instructions  to  in- 
vestigate the  reasons  why  said  contract  has  not  been  completed. 
Also,  whether  the  said  Baxter  has  been  overpaid  for  the  amount 
of  work  done — also,  that  they  report  what  amount  of  indebted- 
ness there  is  on  the  part  of  the  Territory  in  relation  to  said 
bonds,  or  to  any  work  done  on  said  contract — what  measures 
(if  any)  are  necessary  to  be  taken  for  the  completion  of  the  cap- 
itol — and  further,  what  provisions  can  be  made  by  the  Assembly 
for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds — and  that  said  committee  be 
authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  report  by  bill 
or  otherwise. 
Which  was  adopted. 

Messrs.  Agry  and  JMeeker  were  then  appointed  of  the  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Hamilton  moved  that  the  order  of  the  House,  requiring 
bills  to  be  printed,  be  suspended  with  reference  to  bill  No.  1, 
entitled  ''a  bill  to  change  the  time  of  holding  courts  in  certain

and  that  he  did  not  feel  authorized  to  lay  the  document  before 
the  House  without  a  special  order. 

A  motion  vas  then  made  by  Mr.  Capron,  that  the  document 
be  laid  before  the  House  and  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  it  being 
seconded  by  Mr.  Judson,  it  was  put  to  the  House  and  determin- 
ed in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Tripp  moved  a  re- consideration  of  the  vote  by  which  the 
message  of  the  Governor  had  been  rejected. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Capron, 

The  message  of  the  Governor  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Darling, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  message  of  the  Governor  returning 
"an  act  to  amend  an  act  authorizing  Webster  Stanley  to 
maintain  a  ferry  across  Fox  river;  approved  February  18, 
1842,"  be  spread  at  length  upon  the  journal,  together  with 
the  said  bill. 

The  said  message  and  bill  are  as  follows : 

To  ike  members  of  the  House  of  Mepreseiiiatives : 

When  I  met  you  on  the  6th  instant,  I  stated  in  my  message 
that  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  SPECIAL  SESSION. 
I  have  not  deemed  it  my  duty  to  in^ire  how,  or  in  what  manner, 
the  Assembly  has  become  organized ;  but  it  is  certainly  im- 
portant that  the  three  branches  of  the  legislative  department 
should  unite  in  holding  a  dession  to  give  a  legal  character  to 
their  proceedings. 

30 
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It  appears  by  your  journals  that  you  are  holding  a  session 
which  commenced  on  the  first  Monday  in  December  last,  and 
which  has  continued  to  the  present  time  by  adjournment  or 
otherwise. 

I  met  you  on  Che  6th  to  hold  a  term  which  is  styled  by  the 
law  a  "  special  session,"  and  I  can  take  no  part  or  lot  in  any 
other. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  the  members  elect,  that  all  appropri- 
ations for  the  expenses  of  the  Legislature  are^  and  for  years 
past  have  been  made  by  Congress  in  advance  of  the  sessions.  I 
am  not  informed  of  any  appropriation  which  was  made  for  this 
purpose  before  the  first  Monday  in  December;  and  we  were  in- 
formed by  the  Secretary  that  he  had  no  money  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  a  session  commencing  at  that  time. 

The  appropriation  of  $19,275,  made  on  the  24th  of  Decern- 
ber  last;  it  is  well  known,  was  for  the  expenses  of  a  session  to 
be  commenced  and  held  in  the  year  1843;  ^nd  cannot  be  ap- 
plied to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  session  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  in  December,  1842. 

A  session  for  the  expenses  of  which  do  appropriation  has 
been  made  is  expressly  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  of  its  acts  roust  therefore  be  unauthorised  and 
illegal. 

I  therefore  return  the  bill  which  was  presented  to  me  on  Sat- 
urday last,after  the  adjournment  of  the  House  ;  and  must  decline 
receiving  it,  or  any  other  bill,  until  advised  that  the  members 
are  holding  the  «*  special  session"  appointed  by  the  proclama- 
tion  of  the  31st  January  last.  J.  D,  DOTY.

ion  of  your  committee  a  true  catalogue  of  tho  books  now  in  the 
Library. 

Your  committee  also  find  tho  following  books  and  maps  are 
missing  and  onaccouDted  for,  which  were  receipted  for  by  Bar« 
low  Shackelford,  the  present  Librarian,  to  Almon  Lull,  late  Li- 
brarian, to  wit  :  The  second  volume  of  Johnson's  Cases,  and  4 
maps  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  by  Judson.   * 

The  following  books  and  maps  appear  to  be  lost  as  they  were 
not  receipted  for  by  the  present  Librarian,  neither  are  they  in 
the  Library  now,  to  wit :  23  volumes  Brown's  Tactics,  and  46 
maps  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  by  Judson :  and  your  committee 
cannot  state  what  has  become  of  them  ;  and  although  the  same 
may  have  been  distributed  by  the  Librarian,  yet  as  no  vouchers 
have  been  found  in  the  Library  your  committee  consider  the 
missing  property  as  properly  chargeable  to  Almon  Lull,  late 
Librarian. 

There  has  been  a  large  number  of  books  received  in  the  Li-

Thd  following  book  was  reported  to  the  House  at  its  last  ses- 
sion in  the  list  of  books  that  had  been  "  purchased  and  paid  for, 
but  not  included  in  any  catalogue,"  but  it  is  now  in  the  Library 
and  may  be  found  bound  in  Bentham's  Rationale  :

The  following  property  is  not  to  be  found  and  (6t  which  AI- 
mon  Lull  the  late  Librarian  gave  his  receipt  to  the  Clerks  of  the 
two  Houses,  and  for  which  he  should  be  held  respontibU,  to  wit : 
9  pieces  9  inch  stovepipe  ;  4  pieces  7  inch  stove-pipe, 
11  Windsor  chairs ;  4  damaged  Windsor  chairs,

2  bunches  twine  ;  10  pieces  of  India  Rubber, 

7  sticks  tape  ;  9  boxes  wafers ;  6  letter  stamps, 

1.2  Ream  letter  paper ;  6  L2  quires  of  envelope  paper, 

6  Ivory  folders ;  8  papers  sand  ;  3  bottles  ink. 
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Your  committee  would  suggest  tttat  part  of  the  sbovo  articles 
may  have  been  necessarily  consumed  in  performing  the  duties 
required  of  the  Lifhrarian,  but  they  are  entirely  unable  to  con- 
ceive any  oee  which  the  Librarian  could  hate,  in  performing 
his  duty,  for  two  box  stores  and  pipes,  and  a  dozen  chairs,  and 
many  other  of  the  articles  before  enumerated* 

Your  committee  find  that  a  large  amount  of  public  property, 
which  was  in  the  capitol  at  the  time  when  the  present  Librari. 
an  took  possession,  was  not  receipted  for  by  him  to  Almon  Lull, 
and  the  whole  transaction  shows  a  gross  negligence  in  business 
matters  in  transferring  the  property  from  the  keeping  of  the 
]ate  to  the  present  Librarian. 

Your  committee  asked  of  the  present  Librarian,  Barlow 
Shackelford,  certain  questions  relative  to  wood,  labor,  6c6»,  by 
him  contracted  for,  and  in  reply  received  the  accompanying 
document  marked  C,  which  is  furnished  to  the  two  Houses 
wilout  any  comment  by  the  Committee,  save  that  it  carries  on 
its  face  impudence  and  effrontery  rarely  found  in  a  public  of- 
ficer. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Legislature,  that  some  provisions  should  be  made  for  fuel  for  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  beg  leave  to  re- 
fer the  members  of  the  two  Houses  to  the  fourth  section  of  the 
act  entitled  *'an  act  concerning  the  clerks  of  courts,"  as  your 
committee  believe  that  the  requirements  there  made  on  the  said 
clerk  are  unusual,  and  such  that  in  ordinary  times  with  the  or- 
dinary business  of  the  office,  would  not  supply  him  with  fuel, 
board  and  stationery.  And  your  committee  are  informed  that 
the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  have  heretofore  refused  to  al- 
low bills  for  fuel,  and  have  stated  that  it  was  a  charge  for  which 
the  Legislature  ought  to  provide. 

Your  committee  were  informed  by  the  document  marked  C, 
that  the  diflferent  offices  about  the  Capitol  have   used  the  wood 
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from  the  public  yard ;  aDd  they  will  here  express  the  opinion 
that  neither  the  office  of  the  Auditor  or  Secretary  should  be  so 
supplied  ;  and  that  the  office  of  the  Governor  should  be  sup^ 
plied  only  during  sesions  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  committee  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  might  with  e- 
qual  propriety  use  the  wood  from  the  public  yard,  for  his  bar- 
room,  as  that  these  officers  before  enumerated  should  be  supplied 
by  the  Territory. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  rooms  of  the  Au- 
ditor be  immediately  evacuated  and  thoroughly  cleansed,  the  an- 
te-room in  the  Auditor's  office  is  in  a  ver^lilthy  condition,  and 
is  more  in  keeping  with  the  condition  of  a  dog  kennel  than  a 
public  room. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  the  reports  of  the  com- 
mittees, documents,  and  the  catalogue  of  books  should  not  be 
printed,  but  preserved  on  file  in  the  Secretary's  office ;  and  that 
hereafter  there  should  not  be  more  than  100  copies  of  the  jour* 
nals  of  either  House  printed.

To  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 
Library,  stoves,  candlesticks,  snuffers,  <SfC, 

I  contraeted  with  Alfred  Boyles  during  the  last  fall  for  the 
delivery  of  thirty  cords  of  wood  at  the  capitol ;  also  with  Seth 
Van  Bergen  for  thirty-seven  cords,  which  have  been  delivered 
during  the  winter;  and  there  is  now  on  hand  about  forty-three 
cords  contracted  for  with  Alfred  Boyles,  during  the  winter ;  for 
which  they  are  to  be  paid  such  price  as  is  common,  or  as  the 
Legislature  might  allow,  Alfred  Boyles  has  been  employed  by 
me  to  cut  all  the  wood  used  in  the  capitol,  up  to  the  present  time 
with  the  exception  of  twelve  cords  cut  by  Seth  Van  Bergen,  to 
be  paid  as  above. 

You  will  find  out  how  many  persons  have  been  employed  by 

me  about  the  capitol  by  their  bills  here  presented  for  payment 

a  list  of  which  is  hereto  attached. 

None  of  the  wood  contracted  for  by  mo  has  been  used  with 
my  permission,  except  what  has  been  used  in  the  .library  and 
what  was  used  at  the  two,  so  called,  sessions  of  the  Legislature 
in  December  and  January  last.  I  believe,  however,  that  the 
government  officers  who  have  been  required  to  hold  their  offices 
in  the  capitol,  have  used  of  the  wood  contracted  for.  The  pro- 
priety of  their  doing  so  has  never  been  doubted,  except  by  some 
af  the  wise  and  liberal  minded  members  of  this  Legislature.  I 
must  refer  you  to  these  officers  to  ascertain  what  quantity  has 
been  used  by  them. 

All  the  books  which  have  been  taken  from  the  library  have 
been  taken  by  privileged  persons,  or  on  their  authority,  and 
there  are  none  missing  from  those  recoived  by  me,  except  what 
vere  found  niissing  at  the  close  of  the  lust  session  in  February. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  the  persons  who  have  been  employ, 
ed  about  the  capitol  :  Thomas  Shiliinglaw,  to  clean  up  the  eapi- 
tol  last  spring  ;  Thomas  Lindsay  to  lay  carpets  down  in  Novem- 
ber ;  William  Eikey  to  repair  fire  place  in  Council  room ;

Oa  motion  of  Mr.  Walker, 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  the  committee  of  the  whole 
House  for  the  consideration  of  bill  No.  21,  [C.  F.]  entitled  "  a 
bill  to  authorize  the  construction  of  certain  dams  across  the 
Rock  river,"  Mr.  Darling  in  the  chair. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  committee  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  was  announced  when  the  Speaker  resumed  the  chair, 
and  the  follwing  message  from  the  Council  was  received,  to 
wit  : 

"  Mr.  Speaker — I  am  directed  to  inform  this  House  that  the 
Council  have  this  day  re. considered  and  passsed  unanimously 
No.  2,  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  superinten- 
dent of  Territorial  property  and  for  other  puposes,"  which  had 
been  returned  by  the  Governor  without  his  signature." 

The  con^mittee  then  resumed  its  session  and  after  a  short 
time  spent  therein,  rose,  reported  progress  and  asked  leave  to 
sit  again  on  the  said  bill. 

Which  was  granted. 

Mr.  Crossman,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills  repor. 
ted  to  be  correctly  engrossed  bill  No.  15,entitled"a  bill  to  amend 
an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Racine." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Meeker, 

The  message  from  the  Council  presenting  "  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  appointment  of  a  superintendent  of  territorial  property," 
which  the  Governor  had  returned  to  the  Council  with  his  ohjec- 
tons  thereto,  was  taken  up  by  the  House  for  reconsideration. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Judson, 

Ordered,  That  the  message  of  the  Governor  containing  his 
objections  to  the  said  bill  bespread  upon  the  journal. 

The  said  messsage  was  read  and  is  as  follows; 
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"  To  Ike  LegtMlaiive  CouncU : 

I  return  herewith  the  btU  entitled  '^anaet  to  profide  for  the 
election  of  superintendent  of  territorial  property  and  for  other 
purposes/'  with  my  objeotions  thereto. 

The  first  section  provides  *'  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  joint 
ballot  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  an  agent  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  be  styled  superintendent  of 
territorial  property,  whose  term  of  service  shall  eommence  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  &;c." 

The  second  section  provides,  <Hhat  there  shall  be  elected  at 
each  regular  annual  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  on  such 
daj  as  the  two  Houses  by  joint  resolution  shall  prescribe,  a  su- 
perintendent of  territorial  property,  whose  term  of  service  shall 
commence  at  the  termination  of  the  session  at  which  he  is  elec- 
ted, &;c." 

The  third  section  declares  "th^t  all  the  duties  which  now 
devolve  by  law  upon  the  commissioner  of  public  buildings, 
<8cc.,  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  performed  by  the  superinten- 
dent." 

The  fourth  section  transfers  the  duties  of  the  librarian  to  the 
superintendent  ;  and  the  8th  section  gives  him  a  salary  of 
three  hundred  dollars  a  year  besides  all  expenses  incurred  by 
him  on  account  of  the  territory." 

The  provisions  of  this  bill  create  a  civil  office  and  confer  the 
power  to  appoint  the  persan  to  fill  that  office  upon  the  Council 
and  House  of  Representatives. 

This  transfer  of  the  appointing  power  from  the  Governor  and 
Council  to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  I  con- 
ceive  is  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  of  1787,  and  of  the  2nd  and 
7th  sections  of  the  act  entitled  "An  fltct  establishing  the  territo- 
rial government  of  Wiskonsan."— The  provision  of  the  Utter 
section  is,  that  "The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  shall 
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appoint,  all  jadieial  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  sheriffs,  and 
all  milttiift  officers,  except  tbobe  ofthe  staff,  and  all  civil  officers 
not  herein  provided  for,"  "vacancies  occurring  in  the  recess 
ofthe  Council  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  the  Governor. 

The  te  rritorial  property  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  House  of  Representatives  ;  nor  is  it  placed  by  any  law 
under  their  exclusive  control.  If  the  superintendent  does  not 
tafce  g;ood  care  of  the  property,  or  is  guilty  of  misbehavior,  there 
is  no  provision  made  for  his  removal  ;  neither  is  thereto  fill  a 
vacancy,  or  to  preserve  the  property  from  vaste  or  destruction. 
The  Assembly  sits  but  eeventy.five  days,  and  can  therefore  know 
what  is  the  actual  condition  of  the  public  property  but  a  .few 
days  in  a  year.  The  superintendent  is  required  to  give  a  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  only,  when  the  value 
ofthe  public  property  which  will  be  delivered  to  him  will  ex- 
ceed forty  thousand  dollars.  I  do  not  think  these  provisions 
sufficiently  guard  and  secure  the  interests  ofthe  Territory, 

The  bill  creates  a  new  office,  and  transfers  to  it  all  the  duties 
of  the  Librarian  and  Commissioner  :  with  a  salary  of  three  bun- 
dred  dollars  and  perequisites,  but  does  not  abolish  those  offi- 
ces. The  Librarian  would  still  be  entitled  to  receive  three 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  the  Commissioner  now  allowed  by 
law. 

The  8th  section  provides  that  the  supcinteadent  "  shall  re- 
ceivea  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Territory  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  by  Congress 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly." 

If  this  fund  can  be  appropriated  to  pay  the  salary  of  this  offi- 
cer, I  do  not  see  why  the  salary  of  every  other  officer  under  (he 
territorial  laws  may  not  also  bepaidout  of  it ;  especially  if  they 
be  called  "  agents  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  and  styled  su- 
perintendent of  territorial  property,  rights  and  interests." 

Having  no  knowledge  that  this  salary  has  been  estimated  for 
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by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  that  it  is  an  object  vfaich 
has  been  approved  by  Congress,  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that 
it  would  be  paid  at  the  Treasury.  I  conclude  that  it  would  be  in 
the  same  situation  as  the  scrip  and  bonds  heretofore  issued,  and 
eventually  be  charged  upon  the  people  of  this  Territory. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  the  29th  of  August  expressly  provides, 
that  "  no  act,  resolution,  or  order  of  the  Legislature  of  any  Ter. 
ritory,  directing  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  (appropriated  for  its 
expenses)  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  authority  for  such  dis- 
bursements ;  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  or  allowed,  unless 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  estimated  therefor."

thousand  dollars  each,  and  dated  on  the  15th  day  of  March 
1841,  had  been  destroyed  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  tbo 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Wisconsin,  approved  iVfarch  20th,  1843.

Tho  session  has  been  one  of  no  ordinary  character ;  never 
before,  in  the  history  of  this  country  has  an  executive  branch 
of  the  government,  made  such  a  flagrant  attempt  to  usurp  all 
power,  and  to  set  the  Represenfitives  of  (he  people  at  open 
defiance.The  cause  of  duty  under  these  circumstances,  has  been 
overshadowed  by  doubt;  and  if  the  Assembly  has  seemed  at  all  to 
yield  to  Executive  encroachment,  I  cannot  for  a  moment  sup. 
pose  but  that  motives  of  the  highest  patriotism,  have  governed 
gentlemen  in  their  course  :  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
that  despite  of  this  opposition  we  have  heen  able  to  proceed 
with  the  business  of  legislation.  It  having  been  deemed  in- 
dijjpensible  to  hold  another  session  to  complete  the  unfinished 
business  on  our  tables,  we  shall  not  scperate,  but  organize  anew; 
I  trust  the  same  spirit  of  courtesy,  good  feeling,  and  assiduity 
in  duty  will  mark  our  next  session.  ^ 

I  cannot  close  without  again  thanking  you  gentlemen,  for  the 
unmerited  praise  contained  in  the  resolution,  and  assuring  you 
that  this  invaluable  testimonial  of  your  approhattcUf  will  l>e 
gratefully  cheri&hed  while  I  live.

I  avail  mysrelfof  this  occasion  to  remark  that  I  consider  the 
appoihtm^nt  ofciviiqficers  of  the  Territory  by  the  Council  and 
House  of  Repre&entativesi  the  exercise  of  an  authority  not  gran- 
ted by  the  acts  of  Congress,  and  being  an  encroachment  upon 
the  powers  of  the  Executive,  it  will  become  my  duty  to  resist  it 
by  such  means  as  the  constitution  has  provided  for  the  Executive 
to  protect  itself,  *

placing  the  representatives  of  a  free  people  frequently  before 
their  constituents.

same  by  the  number,  and  to  whom  issued.     Also,  whether  any 
of  the  vouchers  or  receipts  at  first  deposited  have  been  withdrawn 
by  any  person,  and  others  substituted  in  their  stead;  and  if  so, 
what  ones,  and  by  whom.     And  also,  how  many  dollars  in  re- 
ceipts or  vouchers  now  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  for 
which   scrip  has  not  been  surrendered,  and  to  whom   and  for 
what  purposes  issued.

It  is  well  known  to  your  honorable  body,  that  the 
room  in  question  has  been  open  to  your  committees  at  all  times, 
and,  as  a  gentleman,  I  have  at  all  times  taken  pleasure  in  ma- 
king the  room  comfortable,  and  furnishing  articles  for  the  con- 
venience of  your  committees.  If  this  is  the  case,  as  none  of 
your  committees  can  deny,  I  cannot  see  what  object  you  should 
wish  to  attain  which  has  reference  to  the  sessions  of  your  com. 
mittees,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  which  is  not  already 
enjoyed.  I  have  in  my  possession,  in  the  room  in  question,  im- 
portant books  and  papers,  belongir^  to  my  office,  which  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  guard,  and  I  do  not  conceive  that  I  can  do  so  with 
justice  to  the  people,  whose  interests  are  concerned,  and  leave 
them  where  they  are  beyond  my  control. 

I  have  stated  to  your  scrgeant-atarms,  and  now  take  the  lib- 
erty to  repeat,  that  if  the  object  of  your  body  is  to  have  the  room 
at  all  times  in  readiness  for  your  committees,  such  can  be  Iho 
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faet^  and  not  be  at  the  same  time  inconsistent  with  ita  occupa* 
tion  by  myself.  If,  however^  it  is  the  object  of  the  House  to  rQ<* 
mov^the  records  and  papers,  ijfc.y  of  my  office  from  the  xoom, 
I  do  ndt  feel  at  liberty  to  surrender  it. 

I  make  this  commonicatton  at  the  request  of  the  frergeant.at* 
arms.

They  hare  ^been  Legisf 
lated  upon  by  Congress  and  are  under  its  exclusive  control. 
No  legal  rights  ean  be  acquired  or  created  in  or  over  the  [public 
,  lands  otherwise  than  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Its  provisions  particularly  conflicts  with  the  act  entitled  "an 
act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands, 
and  to  grant  pre-epption  rights,'*  approved  September  4,  1841. 
The  tenth,  eleventh,  twelvth,  thirteenth,  snd  fifteenth  sections 
of  this  act  prescribe  the  manner  and  regulate  the  terms  upon 
which  settlers  may  occupy  the  public  lands-  ' 

I  do  not  perceive  that  the  provisions  of  this  bill  or  of  the 
act  to  which  it  is  amendatory,  correspond  with  the  title.

&  L.  Ward  for  stationery,  candles,  &c.,  part  of  which  your  com- 
mittoe  believe  has  been  used  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Your  committee  called  on  the  late  Librarian  for  any  infer- 
matron  he  might  have  on  the  subject,  with  a  request  that  he 
would  furnish  the  receipts  of  the  Clerk  of  the) House  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  to  enable  your  commitlee  to  ascertain  how 
much  stationery,  candles,  dec.  had  been  used,  but  have  not  re- 
ceived the  desired  information.  Your  committee  also  informed 
Mr.  Ward,  that  his  bill  of  Stationery  &c.  was  under  consider- 
ation  before  the  committee,  and  requested  him  to  furnish  the  in- 
formation necessary  to  enable  them  to  report  thereon,  which  re- 
Qifest  has  not  been  complied  with.

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Mr.  Darling y  from  the  committee  on  Territorial  Affairs,  to 
which  the  subject  was  referred,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  territorial  affairs  to  which  wsa  referred 
the  memorial  of  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Dane,  pray- 
ing for  remission  of  some  portion  or  the  whole  of  the  fife  per 
cent  fund  due  to  the  territory  from  said  county  on  account  of  the 
expenses  growing  out  of  the  prosecution  on  the  part  of  thelJni. 
ted  States  against  James  R.  Vineyard,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  report, 

That  the  committee  are  aware  that  the  expenses  growing  oat 
of  the  prosecution  alluded  to  may  be  burdensome  lo  the  people 
of  this  county.  But  they  do  believ  e,  that  the  general  law  upon 
the  subject,  requiring  all  expensegof  such  trials  to  be  paid  by  the 
county  in  which  the  crimes  are  committed,  is  one  which  should 
not  be  set  aside,  except  in  extreme  cases. — Its  provisions  upon 
the  general  scale,  apply  equally  to  all,  and  will  operate  more,  • 
justly  upon  the  interests  of  the  territory  at  large  than  any  other 
that  can  be  devised. — And  a  departure  from  it  in  one  instance 
unless  that  be  an  extreme  case  and  in  a  peculiar  manner  op- 
pressive to  the  people,  will  establish  a  precedent  which  will  be 
likely  to  subvert  the  principles  of  the  law,  and  throw  the  expen. 
ses  of  a  large  portion  of  such  trials  upon  the  territory,  instead 
of  the  counties. 

The  commission  of  crimes  by  foreigners  or  non-resident  per- 
sons is  probably  of  frequent  occurrences,  and  should  the  legisla- 
ture pay  the  expenses  in  this  case,  similar  applications  will  be 
found  very  pressing  as  well  as  numerous. 

In  the  present  case  it  is  urged  that  neither  of  the  persons  eo- 
gaged  in  the  unfortunate  affair  "were  inhabitants  of  Dane  coun- 
ty" ''but  were  here  only  temporarily  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  representatives  of  other  counties,"  or  in  other  words 
that  they  were  members  pf  the  Legislative  Assembly.  Tour 
committee  are  aware  that  such  was  the  fact  but  your  committee 
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hope  such  instances  will  he  of  rare  occurrence,  and  they  suhmit 
that.  Although  in  this  instance  the  presence  of  the  Legielature 
may  have  been  the  cause  of  a  severe  temporary  lav,  still  they 
think  that  there  are  advantages  arising  to  the  people  of  this 
county  from  the  location  of  the  seat  of  government  at  this  place, 
which  more  than  compensates  for  any  trouble  or  expense  in  re. 
lation  to  the  case  under  consideration. 

With  this  view  of  the  subject,  your  comnittee  submit  a  resolut 
tion  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  said  res* 
lutton  and  it  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Hicks  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  for  personal  re- 
marks made  by  Messrs.  Piatt  and  Hamilton  on  Saturday  last  un- 
becoming tho  dignity  of  a  Legislative  body,  and  thereupon 
Messrs.  Piatt  and  Hamilton  made  satisfactory  explanations 
which  were  accepted  by  the  House.*  ^ 

Mr.  Long,  from  the  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  on  enrollment  report»that  they  did  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April,  1843,  present  to  llis  Excellency,  the  Gov- 
ernor, for  his  approval,  a  bill  entitled  "*an  act  in  relation  to 
dams  on  the  Manitowoc  River ;"  also  a  bill  entitled  "  an  act 
to  amend  the  act  authorizing  Samuel  H.  Farnsvvorth  to  build 
and  maintain  a  dam  on  the  Manitowoc  river;"  also  a  bill  entiled 
"an  act  to  repeal  parts  of  certain  acts  therein  named,  and  £ot 
other  purposes;"  also  a  bill  entitled  "an  act  concerning  tho 
city  of  the  Four  Lakes;"  also  a  bill  entitled  "an  act  to  amend 
the  Statutes  of  this  territory  relative  to  the  sales  of  land  under 
execution  and  mortgage,  and  to  legalize  certain  conveyances;" 
also  a  memorial  entitled  a  "memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  Wisconsin,  praying  that  the  office  of  Governor  of  the 
Territory  may  be  made  elective  by  the  people  ;"  and  also  me- 
morial  entitled  "Memorial  to  Congress  relative  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly." 
On  moVion  of  Mr.  Hamilton, 

Ordered,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  (marked  H.)  and 
accompanying  documents  be  printed. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House    the    message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read,  and  is  as  follows  ; 
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To  the  House  of  Representatives  .• 

I  return  herewith  the  bill  entitled  <<an  act  concerniDg  re- 
movals from  office"  without  my  signature.  -  i 

To  the  first  section  I  have  no  objection,  on  the  contrary,  lap- 
prove  of  the  provision  and  should  sign  the  bill  if  it  dif^  not  con- 
tain another  enactment  and  which  is  iQ  no  way  connected  with 
this. 

The  second  section  declares  that  "any  sheriff,  judge  of  pro- 
bate  OF  justice  of  the  peace  now  in  commission  or  to  be  appoint, 
ed  by  the  Governor  previous  to  the  first  Monday  in  June  next, 
who  shall  perform  any  official  act  after  the  time  limited  by  the 
laws  of  iho  territory  for  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service^ 
shall  be  liable  to  the  party  injured  thereby  in  irtble  damages,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  ajine  offfty  dollars  for  every  such  act," 

If  this  provision  is  necessary  or  proper  I  do  not  perceive  why 
it  should  not  have  been  extended  to  the  Sheriffs,  judges  of  Pro- 
bate and'justices  who  may  be  elected  hereafter,  and  to  every 
other  officer. 

'The  validity  of  the  provision  of  the  act  to  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  Sheriffs,  judges  of  probate  and  justices  of  the  peace,  by 
which  those  in  office  are  to  be  removed  on  the  third  Monday  in 
June  next,  it  is  supposed  will  be  contested  by  some  of  the  incum- 
bents ;  and  the  effect  of  this  section  is  to  make  it  a  penal  of- 
fence for  them  to  assert  their  right.  I  do  not  think  this  is  the 
proper — certainly  it  is  not  the  usual  mode  of  trying  the  right 
to  an  office  ;  and  as  no  such  provision  exists  in  regard  to  other 
officers  of  the  Territory,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  either 
necessary  or  correct. 

A  particular  class  of  officers,  without  any  apparent  reason 
for  their  being  thus  distinguished,  other  than  the  doubtful  char- 
acter  of  the  authority  lately  exercised  by  the  Legislature,  are 
thus  declared  guilty  of  an  offence  for  doing  what  is  not  declared 
to  be  an  offence  in  other  officers. 
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The  qaestion  whether  the  act  passed  by  Congress,  at  its  late 
session  by  granting  the  power  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
these  officers  hereafter,  thereby  gave  the  power  to  remove  those 
then  in  office,  and  thus  creating  vacancies,  must  now  be  consid- 
ered,  when  it  is  proposed  by  the  Assembly  to  regard  them  as 
criminals  if  they  do  not  quietly  submit  to  its  construction  of  the 
act  of  Congress. 

When  the  election  law  was  before  me  I  did  not  refuse  to  sign 
it,  because  great  anxiety  was  manifested  by  the  members  of  the 
Assembly  for  its  speedy  passage,  and  the  inaccuracies  which  it 
contained  involved  only  the  civil  rights  of  the  officers  which 
eould  readily  be  determined  by  the  proper  Courts. 

The  act  of  Congress  says  that  '^After  a  law  shall  have  been 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly /of  that  purpose,  all  elec- 
tions  or  appointments  of  the  above  named  officers  thereafter  to 
be  had  or  made  will  be  in  pursuance  of  such  law." 

There  is  no  allusion  made  in  the  act  to  the  limitation  on 
change  of  the  terms  for  which  those  officers  were  respectively 
appointed,  or  the  pawer  to  create  vacancies ;  and  we  have  no 
information  that  this  was  a  question  before  Congress  foj  its 
consideration. 

I  know  of  but  two  methods  by  which  those  officers  could  be 
removed.  The  first,  is,  by  repealing  the  laws  under  and  by  vir- 
tue  of  which  they  were  appointed  and  commissioned.  There 
is  no  such  provision  in  the  Election  law.  The  second  is  by 
the  Governor  alone,  in  his  Executive  capacity.  This  power  he 
has  not  exercised. 

The  provisions  in  the  organic  act,  that  the  Governor  "shall 
commission  all  officers  who  shall  be  appointed  under  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,"  and  that  "vacancies  occurring  in  the  recess 
of  the  Council  thall  be  filled  by  appointments  from  the    Gover- 
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not,"  do  not  appear  to  have  been  'noticed  in   either    of   these 
Bills.

To  the  first  amendment  of  the  House  they  have  refused  concur- 
rence. The  eighth  amendment  of  the  house  has  been  concur- 
red in  with  amendments.  The  other  amendments  of  the  house 
have  been  concurred  in  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  have  adopted  the  joint  '^Resolution  rolatiTe  to 
the  debts  of  the  territory." 

The  report  made  by  the  select'commmittee  appointed  to  can- 
cel certain  drafts  or  bills,  <&c.  is,  by  direction  of  the  Council, 
transmitted  to  the  house.    * 

The  question  was  then  put,  "will  the  I|puse  on  reconsidera- 
tion pass  the  bill  ?"  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative, 

And  the  ayes  and  noes  being  taken  thereon.

No.  44,  *<A  bill  to  repeal  the  charter  of  the  Wisconsin  Ma- 
rine and  Fire  Insurance  company,"  and  resolved  itself  into  the 
committee  t>f  the  vhole  house  for  the  consideration  of  the  sanei 
Mr.   Elmore  in  the  chair. 

After  some  time  spent  therein  the  committee  rose  and  report* 
ed  bill  No.  33  to  the  house  with  amendmenti  and  No.  44  with- 
out  an  amendment. 

Bill  No.  33  was  then  ordered  to  be  *  engrossed  for  a  third 
reading,  and  by  special  order  of  the  House  was  read  the  third 
time  and  passed,  the  sixteenth  rule  of  the  house  having  beeQ 
suspended  for  that  purpose. 

The  title  was  then  amended  to  read  <*A  hill  for  the  relief  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fon  du  Lac.'' 

The  question  then  being  on  ordering  bill  No.  44  to  the  third 
reading, 

Mr.  Walker  by  leave  presented  a  remonstrance  against  the 
passage  of  said  bill,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Hankins  moved  that  the  said  bill  No.  44,  be  laid  on  the 
table  until  the  first  iVftnday  of  December  next.

which  had  been  reconsidered  and  passed  by  the  Council, 

Was  read  and  is  as  follows  : 

*^  To  the  Leg  idcam  Council : 

I  return  herewith  the  bill  entitled  "an  act  to  abolish  certain 
offices  therein  named,'' which  originated  in  the  Couqcil. 

The  first  section  abolishes  the  office  of  District  Attorney,  ajid 
transfers  his  duties  to  such  attorneys  as  may  be  employed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  county  commissioners,  in  each 
county.  ^ 

These  duties  are  perscribed  in  the  3d  sec.  of  the  act  concern- 
ing the  Attorney  General  and  district  attorneys,  and  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  district  attorn^s  to  prosecute 
or  defend  in  all  courts  of  ike  district  for  which  they  may  be .  resi. 
pectively  appointed,  all  suits,  applications  or  motions,  wh^her 
eivrl  or  criminal,  in  which  the  United  SkUe^,  the  Territory,  the 
county  or  any  township  is  interested  or  a  party,  and  give  their 
advice  to  the  civil  officers  of  their  respective  districts  touching 
any  matter  in^which  thb public  have  an  interest." 

« 
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The  attorney  who  is  to  be  ^'employed*'  by  the  board  will  per- 
form the  duty  and  receive  the  pay,  of  an  officer,  I  cannot  there, 
fore,  and  from  the  character  of  his  duties,  but  regard  him  as  a 
judicial  or  ciml  officer,  who  must  acccording  to  the  act  of  Con- 
gress to  establish  the  Territorial  government  of  Wisconsin,-  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  bo  commissioned 
by  the  Governor. 

When  there  are  several  counties  in  thti  same  judicial  District, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  determine  which  Board  shall  "employ" 
the  Attorney  to  attend  to*  the  suits  in  the  District  court  in 
which  **the  United  States  or  the  Territory  may  be  interested  or 
a  party." 

The  territorial  government  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  select  the 
person  to  represent  the  territory  and  protect  its  interests  in 
the  Courts  ;  and  I  believe  that  this  power  cannot  be  delegated 
with  safety  to  those  interests. 

The  2nd.  section  repeals  so  much  of  the  act  above  cited  as 
fixes  the  salary  of  the  Attorney  General  at  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  and  declai-es  that  he  "shall  hereafter  receive  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may 
thitok  proper."  If  it  is  intended  that  the  words  "Legislative 
Assembly,"  as  here  used»  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  Coun- 
cil and  House  of  Representatives,  I  must  express  my  dissent  to 
this  provision,  as  it  would  exclude  the  Go.vernor  from  a  joint 
participation  with  them  in  the  exercJise  of  a  legislative  power 
conferred  upon  him  and  them  by  the  act  of  Congress. 

The  regulation  of  the  salaries  of.public  officers,  involving  as  it 
does  the  amount  of  Taxes  to  be  assessed  upon  the  people,  is  a 
measuteof  vitalimportanoe  to  the  public  interests,  and  upon 
which  they  are  emit  led  to  receive  the  action  of  three  branches 
of  the  Legislature. 

And  I  cantiot  but  think  that  such  a  provision  as  this,  if  it  wat 
extended  to  all  of  the  public  officers,  would  affect,   if  not   des- 
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If 07  their  iDd0ty€D^biicd,  uneef  ttttn  pay  generally  commands  on- 
•  ly  the  worst  seryicfi. 

In  this  provision  there  is  no  limitation  of  the  amount  which 
the  majority  of  the  assembly  might  think  proper  to  allow  for 
the  serriees  of  the  attorney  general ;  apd  of  course  there  is  no 
limitation  of  the  amount  which  the  people  may  be  taxed  there- 
for. 

For  these  reasons  I  cannot  approve  of  this  Bill.

which  require  correction. 

If  "writs"  or  "  process"  Aare  6«en  instituted  Mnce  the  pas- 
sage of  said  act  of  the  23d  of  March,  this  bill  declares  that  they 
"shall  be  returnable  at  the  term  next  after  the  day  of  issuing 
the  same,  any  thing  in  the  2d  section  of  the  said  act  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstandin." 

This  would  of  course  change  the  return  day  of  writs  already  is* 
sued,  and  require  the  defendant  to  appear  and  answer  the  suit 
on  a  day  not  named  in  the  jvrit,  and  of  which  he  has  no  notice. 
I  do  not  think  this  would  be  jtieir  even  if  we  had  the  power  to 
require  it. 

I  object  to  the  2d  sectiog  because  it  authorizes  costs  to  be 
taxed  without  notice  to  the  "adverse  party,"  if  he  or  his  attor- 
ney, do  not  reside  "within  the  county"  in  which  the  judgment 
was  rendered,    the  3d  section  is  deemed  unnecessary,  ample  pre 
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visions  beiog  already  roado  upon  the  subjects  therein  mentioned.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,

the  House  refused  on  reconsideration  to  pass  <<An  act  to  amend 
an  act  to  prevent  trespasses  ^nd  other  injuries  being  done  to  the 
possessions  of  settlers  on  the  public  lands  and  to  define  the  right 
of  possession  on  said  lands  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  had 
been  returned,  by  the  Governor  with  his  objections  thereto. 

And  the  question  being  put,  on  reconsidering  the  said  vote, 
it  passed  in  the  affirmative.

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A  message  from  the  Council  by  their  Secretary  ; 

"  Mr  Speake^r — The  Council  have  reconsidered  "an  act  con- 
cerning removals  from  office,"  returned  by  the  Governor  to  the 
Council  without  his  signature,  accompanied  by  a  message  da- 
ted April  15,  1843  ;  and  have  passed  said  act,  nine  members 
voting  therefor  and  but  one  against  its  passage. 

The  Council  have  also  reconsidered  "  an  act  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  re- 
turned by  the  Governor  to  the  Council  without  his  signature, 
and  accompanied  by  a  message  dated  April  17,  1843,  and  have 
passed  said  act — nine  members  voting  therefor,  and  but  one 
against  its  passage. 

The  Council  have  also  reconsidered  **Joint  Resolutions  rel. 
alive  to  the  distributive  share  of  Wisconsin  in  the  nett  proceeds 
of  the  public  lands,"  returned  by  the  Governor  to  the  Council 
without  his  signature,  accompanied  by  a  message  dated  April 
15,  1843,  and  have  passed  said  Resolution — eight  members  vo- 
ting  therefor,  and  but  three  against  its  passage. 

The  message  from  the  Council  was  taken  up,  when 
The  message  of  the  Governor  containing  his  objections  to 
**Jomt  Resolution  relative  to  the  distributive  share  of  Wiscon- 
sin  in  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  public  lands"  which  had  been 
reconsidered  and  passed  by  the  Council,  was  read  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Legislative  Council : 

The  joint  Resolutions  which  originated  in  the  Council,  and 
which  are  entitled  "Joint  resolutions  relative  to  thefdislributive 
share  of  Wisconsin  in  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  public  Lands," 
I  return  herewith  :  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  objec 
tions  thereto : 

The  first  Resolution  authorizes  "Joshua  Hathaway  of  Mil- 
waukee, Receiver  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Mihvau. 
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k«e  and  Rock  river  canal,"  to  receive  the  'sum  of  one  thou  sand 
and  eighty-two  dollars  and  forty  five  cents,  the  share  of  Wiscon- 
sin above  mentioned. 

The  records  of  the  office  show  that  Mr.  Gaorge  D.  Dousman 
was  the  person  last  appointed  Receiver  of  said  Board,  and  it 
does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Hathaway  was  ever  duly  appointed 
to  that  office  and  commissioned;  or  that  he  hasfiven  the  bond 
and  security  required  by  the  statute  to  bo  given  by  the  Receiver. 

The  second  Resolution  authorizes  Joshua  Hathaway  to  pay 
to  Joshua  Hathaway  and  Allen  W.  Hatch  the  amount  of  money 
by  them  borrowed,  together  with  the  interest  thereon,  under  a 
joint  resolution  of  the  Legislative  Assembly*  adopted  in  Decem- 
ber last,  entitled  a  "  Resolution  to  authorize  the  Register  and 
Receiver  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  Canal  to  borrow 
certain  moneys.*' 

No  such  resolution  as  the  one  above  cited  ever  passed  the 
Legislature,  and  therefore  no  money  could  have  been  borrowed 
or  liability  incurred,  on  the  part  of  the  Territory. 

If  the  resolution  above  alluded  to  was  one  which  was  passed 
by  the  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  at 
their  informal  meeting  "in  December  last,"  then  I  object  to  it. 

1st.  That  the  Resolution  was  passed  at  a  session  unauthori- 
zed by  law,  and  without  the  sanction  of,  or  presentation  to,  the 
three  branches  into  which  the  legislative  power  of  the  Territory 
ie  divided. 

2nd.  That  it  is  not  a  law  and  no  money  can  or  ought  to  bo 
borrowed  on  the  faith  of  the  people  of  the  Territory  or  draw  n 
from  the  treasury,  buti}y  law. 

3d.  It  authorized  the  borrowing  of  money  to  pay  the  delin- 
quenttaxes  of  the  settlers  onjhe  Milwaukee  canal  lands,  which 
is  not  a  "rightful  subject  of  legislation."  The  power  to  bor- 
row money  on  the  faith  of  the  people  has  not  been  granted  to  the 
legislature. 
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4th.  It  is  unjust  to  the  citizens  of  other  parts  of  the  Territory 
to  tax  them  to  pay  the  taxes  of  those  settlers. 

5th.  The  Canal  Lands  belong  to  the  Territory  until  the  con* 
sideration  for  the  sale  is  paid,  and  the  property  of  the  Territory 
is  not  liable  to  taxation. 

No  other  interest  in  the  lands  but  that  of  the  purchaser  could 
be  taxed  or  sol^ and  that  interest  is  contingent  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money. 

The  Territory  owes  nothing  to  Messrs.  Hathaway  and  Hatch. 
They  hold  no  demands  against  it  which  we  are  required  to  pay. 
This  money  belongs  to  the  Territorial  Treasury  and  not  to  the 
Canal  Fund ;  and  in  my  judgment,  should  be  applied  to  Territo- 
rial purposes. 

But  if  there  was  any  authority  to  tax  these  lands,  the]  amount 
of  the  delinquent  tax  ought  to  be  taken  from  the  Canal  Fund  ; 
and  the  Register  and  Receiver  have  not  done  their  duty  if  they 
have  allowed  them  to  be  sold  if  there  was  any  part  of  the  Fund 
unexpended.  If  there  was  none,  it  was  not  right  for  the  le^isla* 
ture  to  remit  all  of  the  interest,  and  to  postpone  the  payment  of 
the  principal  due  from  the  purchasers  of  those  lands.  Certain* 
ly  this  is  no  reasoil  why  the  people  of  the  Territory  should  be 
taxed  to  supply  the  deficiency  thus  created  in  the  Fund. 

On  the  whole,  it  seems  that  the  purchasers  of  those  lands 
have  got  the  possession  of  the>m  by  paying  only  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  purchase  money;  they  occupy  and  enjoy  them  ad  their 
own,  all  future  payments  indefinitely  postponed  ;  and  it  is  now 
proposed  to  take  money  from  the  Territorial  Treasury,  and 
which  belongs  to  the  people  of  the  territory,  to  pay  their  taxes. 

The  Council  and  HouseofRepresntatives,I  am  aware,  have 
not  assumed  the  exclusive  controlment  of  the  Canal  Board ;  but 
I  presume  they  will  not  deny  the  right  of  the  executive  to  resist 
by  all  the  constitutionfil  means  in  his  power  any  attempt  to 
levy  new  taxes  or  take  the  money  from  the  Treasury,  for  iueb 
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a  purpose.  And  I  cannot  but  notice  the  fact,  that  since  these 
Resolutions  were  introduced,  the  Assembly  has  found  it  neces. 
lary,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  creditors  for  debts  in- 
curred  by  the  Legislature  in  former  years,  to  pass  a  law  to  levy 
a  direct  Tax  upon  real  and  personal  property,  which  will  when 
collected  amount  to  several  thousand  dollars.  And  other  laws 
have  been  passed  at  the  session  authorizing  increased  taxation 
in  the  towns  and  counties ;  and  I  am  unwilling  to  see  them 
further  increased  or  to  give  occasion  therefor  by  the  passage  of 
these  Resolutions.

The  message  from  the  Governor  returning  to  the  Council 
the  bill  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  ex. 
penses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  with  his  objections  thereto 
which  had  been  re-considered  and  passed  by  the  Council,  was 
read  and  is  as  follows  : 
"  To  the  Legislative  Council : 

The  bill  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"which  originated  in  thp 
Council  and  was  received  by  me  this  morning,  1  return    with*

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out  my  eignnture,  and  I  respectfully  state  the  fallowing  objec« 
tioos  thereto 
The   117th  No.  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the   18th  of  May, 

1842,  provides  "  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  no  Territory 
shall  hereafter,  in  any  instance  or  under  any  pretext  whatever 
exceed  the  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  for  its  annual  ex- 
penses." 

The  appropriation  by  Congress  for  these  expenses  for  the  half 
year  beginning  the  1st  of  January  and  ending  the  30th  of  June 

1843,  is  nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy- five  dollars. 
The  amount  appropriated  by    this   bill  is,  $10,693,97;  and 

the  pay  and  mileage  of  the  members  is  $8,693,30  ;  amounting 
in  all  to  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seven- 
ty dpllars  and  twenty-seven  cents. 

The  items  for  expenses  previous  to  the  first  of  January, 
amount  to  six  thousand  and  seventy.one  dollars  and  thirty. five 
cents." 

These  appear  to  me  to  be  palpable  violations  of  the  above  act 
ofCongress. 

There  are  many  items  in  the  bill  for  which  no  estimate  was 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  ;  and  also  many  others, 
which  exceed  those  estimates.  Of  these  I  have  only  time  to 
notice  that  they  amount  to  more  than  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  estimate  made  for  printing  for  the  House,  Council  and 
Executive  department,  was  thr6e  thousand  dollars;  and  this 
bill  gives  for  printing  [and  newspapers,  for  which  there  was 
no  eftimate,]  five  thousand,  two  hundred  and  five  dollars  and 
fifty. six  cents;  I  object  to  this  too,  that  it  does  not  contain 
the  proper  or  usual  sum  for  printing  for  the  Executive  Depart, 
ment ;  and  it  allows  a  greater  price  for  printing,  than  that  for 
which  other  printers  ofi'ered  to  perform  the  work.  We  are  re- 
quijred  by  law,  I  think,  to  have  (he  printing  done  in  the  cheapest 
and  best  manner  ;  and  I  can  discover  no  justification  for  reject- 
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ing  responsible  bids,  and  giving  twice  the  amount  for  whicliit 
could  have  been  executed. 

The  following  iteniks  are  for  the  iUeg^  sessions  held  in  De- 
cember and  January  last ;  and  it  must  be  fully  known  to  every 
one  that  the  application  to  Congress  to  allow  pay  for  those  ses- 
•ions  was  not  granted.     They  are 

"  To  allow  Albert  G-  Ellis,  as  speaker,  the  sum  of  forty  two 
dollars  for  iho  session  of  December  1842  and  January  1843.—' 
"  To  Moses  M.  Strong,  for  services  as  President  of  the  Council, 
eighty. four  dollars.  "  To  Morgan  L.  Martin,  for  services  as 
President  of  the  Council,  eighty. four  dollars." 

The  act  of  Congress  of  the  29th  of  August  1^42,  provides 
that  "no  payment  shall  be  made  or  allowed  unlcfs* the  Secreta- 
ry  of  the  Treasury  shall  hare  estimated  therefor,  and  the  object 
been  approveyjiy  Congress.  ,»        j* 

^  In  the  adju3tineh4  o^^^aid.  accoiyits  [ojf  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory]  no  charge  forlhe  services  of  a  greater  number  of  of- 
ficers  and  attendants  shall  be  allowed  than  for  one  Secretary 
and  assistant  Secretary  or  clerk,  one  sergeant-at-arms,  or  door- 
keeper, one  messenger,  and  one  fireman  for  each  house  of  the 
Legislature." 

All  of  these  provisions  are  violated  by  the  provisions  of  this 
bill ;  and  believing  that  the  officers  of  the  Treasury  must  and 
will  reject  them,  I  cannot  but  regard  them  as  an  addition  of 
their  amount  to  the  public  debt  of  the  territory  created  by  char- 
ges of  a  similar  character  in  former  years.

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a  nocere  distrnst  ill  my ':  abilities;  that  I  accepted  the  pott ;  but 
I  had  the  promise  of  your  generous  indulgence  ;  and  now  say 
Tvith  grateiiii  emotions^  tba^  I  have,  received  that  support  and 
forbearance,  which  induce  the  belief  that  I  have  credit  for  hav- 
ing endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  chair  with  faith-, 
fuliiess  and  impartiality.  In  saying  ihis,  I  am  by  no  meyis 
insensible  of  having  often  erred  : — the  frequent  questions  of  or- 
der, arising  unexpectedly,  but  calling  for  instant  decision,  have 
always  afifected  more  or  less  the  interests  and  rights  of  gentle- 
men members  ;  and  I  do  not  flatter  myself  to  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  have  always  given  perfect  satisfaction.  But  I  trust 
gentlemen  have  believed  me  to  have  been  actuated  by  a  steady 
desire  to  do  equal  justice  to  all,  land  if  any  gentleman  has  felt 
his  rights  or  those  of  his  constituents  at  all  abridged  by  any 
decision  of  mine,  while  in  this  chair,  I  trust  he  will  judge  me 
with  candor  and  forgiveness. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say,  that  notwithstanding  the  ele- 
ments  have  sometimes,  during  our  session,  appeared  disturbed 
and  angry,  I  know  of  no  occurrence  between  the  chair  and  my 
fellow-members  which  can  leave  any  thing  on  my  memory,  but 
feelings  of  the  most  perfect  kindness  and  esteem.  I  trust,  and 
doubt  not  the  same  can  be  said  by  gentlemen  members  on  this 
floor,  and  that  as  we  part,  no  root  of  bitterness  will  be  borne  be- 
yond these  walls. 

We  are  now  about  to  separate,  and  return  to  our  constituents. 
They  cannot  w6ll  appreciate  the  unparalelled  difficulties  we  havo 
had  to  encounter  ;  but  the  people  scarce  ever  fail  to  reward  the 
upright  intention  ;  and^I  feel  assured  that  the  members  of  this 
house  are  able  to  meet  those  who  sent  them  here,  with  a  con- 
sciousness of  having  faithfully  acquitted  themselves  of  their  ' 
trust. 

Let  me  assure  you,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  one  and  all,  of 
my  earnest  wish  for  your  safe  return  to  yoar  several  homes,  and 
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ibf  your  liitaro  happineds  and  honor.    I  tender  you  tbe  tfauiks 
of  a  grateful  heart  for  the  distinguished  honor  you  ba?e  confer* 
red  on  me,  and  shall  nerer  fail  to  remember  this  as  the  proudest 
day  of  my  life. 
I  now  pronounce  this  house  adjourned,  without  day.

To  t^  Hon.  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representaiivet  i 

g,R  j^Owing  to  my  long  absence  from  the  Territory  on  basU . 
ncss  of  a  public  nature  I  am  prevented  from  malting  to  your  hon- 
orable body,  a  detailed  repprt  in  regard  to  the  amount  of^  scriptw-  ^ 
sued  in  the  form  required  by  a  resolution  passed  aome  time  aiaoe, 
calling  for^the  Treasurer'a  report  upon  the  same  subject.  I  haT© 
however  examined  his  report,  compared  it  with  the  register 
which  waa  kept  by  me  of  the  scrip  issued,  the  amount  surren- 
dered to  him,  and  the  amount  outstanding,  and  find  that  his  re- 
port  furnishes  all  the  in  forma  U  on  to  the  Legislature  thatlcduld 
give  them  upon  the  subject.  Shortly  before  my  leaving  for  WaA* 
ington  City,  I  surrenderdd  tg  the  Treasurer #19,520,30,  which' 
^sd  been  paid  by  me>  and  took  his  receipt  for  the  samor  together 
w'ith  a  list  of  the  scrip  thus  surrendered.  ' 

I  was  prevented  from  cancelling  it  at  that  tim^  in  consequence 
of  the  necessity  of  my.  leaving  (ur  Washington  before  the  Reason 
became  so  advanced  asto  pi'event  my  travelling.  Since  my  re. 
turn  I  hfive  coDDpar^d  the  scrip  that  he  has  reported  to  you,  and 
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find  it  to  be  the  samo  in  amount  and  description  with  that  craf- 
rendered. 

Il  will  b-^  prrcoived  tlint  Iho  amount  snrrcndored  to  tho 
Treasurfir  fell  short  of  iho  nppropriasion  I  received  from  tho 
Trcasu'^y  Departmtmt^  some  four  hundred  and  ei;;hty  dollars, but 
that  difference  was  made  up  in  the  pnyment  ot  claims  for  which 
individuals  refufi^cd  to  take  scrip.  Three  of  the  memhe's  of  tho 
last  Legislature,  to  wit :  Messrs  Tripp,  Dewey  and  Sutherland, 
declined  taking  scfipr  and  wcro  paid  u))on  Ijieir  certtficattt8» 
vbich  amounted  to  some  seven  hundred  dollars. 

In  regard  to  tho  amount  of  scrip  issued  4o  rnc»,  and  placed  io 
my  handd  to  pay  interest  on  bands,  being  thirty  five  hundred 
dollars.  I  beg  leave  to  state  as  near  as  I  can  arrive  at  the 
amount,  I  have  paid  out  thirty. thrmj  hundred  dollars,  leaving  in 
my  hands  a  balance  of  t^vo  hundred  dollars  yet  to  bo  applied  to 
that  purpose.  Tho  interest  on  bonds  issu<?d  by  the  Territory  for 
Legislative  expenses  amounts  to  sii  thousand  dollars,  leaving  ii 
baUnce  yot  due,  of  interest  for  which  no  scrip  has  been  paid,  of 
some  twenty,  five  hundred  dollars.  I,  will  endeavor  as 'early  as 
possible,  to  make  out  a  more  detailed  report  in  regard  to  both 
tbcso  subjects  for  the  information  of  both  branches  of  the  Leg* 
iflaturo. 

I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  ask  your  honojrahlfl  body  io^  ' 
take  into  consideration  ihiii  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  tlie  Legis. 
lature,  of  issuing  scrip,  registering  it,  paying  it  out,  redeeming  it, . 
aad  cancelling  it,  was  a  most  arduous  and  difficult  task,  that  ii 
was  an  extra  service  and  that  the  compensation  allowed  was 
wholly  inadequate  and  insufficient,  and  that  it  is  but  jgst  that 
such  additional  allowance  be  made  to  me  proportionuf  to  theda* 
ties  I  have  thus  performed.
